TRANSIT SPEED BUMPS? CapitalMetro 

CEO Randy Clarke unveiled the new Project Con¬ 
nect vision this week - a fully electrified regional 
transit system with dedicated lanes and new park- 
and-ride facilities. Raising some transit advocates’ 
eyebrows was Clarke’s description of autonomous 
rapid transit (i.e., driverless buses) “with the ben¬ 
efits of light rail”... but no actual light rail. 


RETHINKING OUR CLIMATE October is 

officially Climate Change Awareness Month for 

the city of Austin, including the annual Green Cup 
Challenge for businesses to reduce waste and 
greenhouse gas emissions, and the Mayor’s Carbon 
Reduction Challenge, in which Austinites can 
suggest ideas via the new “Rethink” mobile app. 


CR1NER STAYS PUT MeechaielCriner’sbid 

for a new trial was shut down quickly Tuesday by 
District Judge David Wahlberg, who noted that 
“circumstantial evidence of this defendant’s guilt 
was overwhelming.” Criner’s attorneys cited new 
evidence unknown to either side, which Wahlberg 
acknowledged but called “nothing more than a 
rabbit trail.” Criner was convicted in July of the 2016 
on-campus murder of UT freshman Haruka Weiser. 


R.I.P. CAROL LEE Public Safety Commissioners 
convened Monday for the first time since the pass¬ 
ing of their colleague Carol Lee, who died of lung 
cancer on Sept. 12. Known for her community activ¬ 
ism, Lee joined the PSC last summer, having previ¬ 
ously served on the Parks and Recreation Board. 


DUSTERHOFT ON LEAVE The Statesman 

reported Wednesday that Austin Police Commander 
Jason Dusterhoft was placed on administrative 
leave after an employee at the Yellow Rose 
accused him of assault. Both APD Internal Affairs 
and the Travis County District Attorney’s Office are 
looking into the allegations. 


AUSTIN NOBEL WINNER Former Austinite 

and Texas Ex Jim Allison, now a professor at 
UT’s MD Anderson Cancer Center in Houston, is 
one of the winners of this year’s Nobel Prize in 
Physiology or Medicine for his work on cancer 
immunotherapy. He also plays a mean harmonica. 


“Everybody wants to go to heaven,” elo¬ 
quently sang Albert King many years ago, 
“but nobody wants to die.” I think of that 
line often when I hear Austinites talking 
about “affordable housing.” 

We’re all willing to admit - to 
proclaim - that “affordabili¬ 
ty” is our political mantra, 
and that more affordable 
housing is high on our list. If 
you want somebody to sign a 
petition virtually on any sub¬ 
ject, just ask, “Do you sup¬ 
port affordable housing?” 
and hold out a blank form. 

It’s a reflexive public pre¬ 
sumption that Austin needs 
more housing of every type, size, and kind, 
and needs it here, there ... but not quite 
everywhere. When it gets down to particu¬ 
lar cases - especially, for example, neigh¬ 
borhood zoning cases - more housing would 
be just great over on the other side of town, 


but not in this neighborhood, not too close 
to where I want to drive or park my car, and 
definitely not on that intersection, and 
especially not on this block.... Despite what 
we might like to presume, in 
varying degrees that’s essen¬ 
tially true citywide, east as 
well as west, at least when 
City Council is hearing from 
homeowners associations 
and neighborhood contact 
teams. 

Getting down into the 
weeds of just how much new 
housing we need, and how 
much of it needs to be 
“affordable” (by varying 
standards), and how much of it we can pre¬ 
serve via existing affordable housing stock, 
are all arguments for another day (or for my 
colleague Sarah Marloff, who’s been doing 
the grind work on this beat). But next 
month, wherever you happen to stand on 


the nuts, bolts, and bearing walls, all of us 
who like to proclaim our support for afford¬ 
able housing have a real opportunity to put 
our literal money behind our collective 
mouths. 

A Piece at a Time 

I’m thinking, of course, of Proposition A, 
the headline item on a slate of Props (A-G) 
that would also invest in health care ser¬ 
vices, parks and recreation, libraries/cul- 
tural facilities, flood mitigation, public safe¬ 
ty, and mobility. Of the $925 million in all 
(spread out, as bond sales are, over several 
years), Prop A is the largest, at $250 million. 
It’s not a lump sum, but includes land 
acquisition ($100 million), rental housing 
assistance projects ($94 million), a home 
ownership program ($28 million), and a 
home repair program ($28 million). 

Each of these pieces will underwrite a 
distinct aspect of creating or maintaining

affordable housing throughout the city, 
ranging from literal construction of new 
units on the acquired land (primarily 
through the Austin Housing Finance Corp¬ 
oration) to the city’s Go! Repair program, 
under which nonprofit city subcontractors 
are able to repair and maintain older hous¬ 
ing for homeowners who can’t afford to do 
so on their own. 

The $94 million for rental housing devel¬ 
opment has a related purpose, in fulfilling 
the city’s strategic housing goals by either 
constructing or maintaining affordable 
rental housing even as the city’s market- 
priced housing becomes increasingly unaf¬ 
fordable for too many working-class resi¬ 
dents. In Austin as elsewhere, there is no 
one solution to the affordable housing cri¬ 
sis, and the bond programs encompass a 
range of approaches. 

Voting for Affordability 

The politics of the bond campaign, thus 
far, seem to represent a broader public con¬ 
sensus than has been characteristic of our 
weird local debates over the last few years. 
For example, the audible split on the 
Council dais over CodeNEXT and its impli¬ 
cations - e.g., “greater density” vs. “neigh¬ 
borhood protection” - has been mostly 
muted. Council members who often pull in 
different directions on those subjects - e.g., 
Greg Casar and Kathie Tovo - are pulling 
together on this one, and there is broad 
support across the dais on the need for 
these bonds, with a relatively minimal resi¬ 
dential cost spread over several years. 

IN AUSTIN AS ELSEWHERE, 
THERE IS NO ONE SOLUTION 
TO THE AFFORDABLE 
HOUSING CRISIS. 

The same appears to be true in the elec¬ 
tion campaign, where the similar split on 
comprehensive revision of the land use 
code - e.g., Steve Adler vs. Laura Morrison 
- has largely disappeared over the direct 
need for more affordable housing. It is pos¬ 
sible that a few candidates will see oppos¬ 
ing the bonds as a wedge for a particular 
anti-tax portion of the electorate, but over 
the years, with some exceptions, Austin 
voters have been supportive of bond initia¬ 
tives. One such exception was the narrow 
2012 rejection of a $78 million housing 
bond proposition - followed the next year 
by resounding approval of a $65 million 
proposition. 

Once again next month, voters will be 
faced with a smorgasbord of propositions, 
all of them worthy individually, but raising 
the question whether Austinites will work 
their way down to the bottom of a lengthy 
midterm ballot, and then be persnickety 
about ranking the bonds along the lines of 
a restaurant menu. The main course will 
indeed be the $250 million for Prop A. On 
Prop A and affordable housing - like going 
to heaven - if we want to get there, we’ll 
need to pay the entry fee. ■ 


CIVIC LEADERS HAVE BIG 

The city of Austin and the Capital Metro 

transit agency this week each released - 
sort of separately-but-jointly - their long-range 
mobility plans for the city. Both are clearly 
labeled as draft vision plans, and incomplete 
ones at that, with more sections to be 
released soon, but that hasn’t stopped 
detractors from flagging perceived deficien¬ 
cies, at least in the Cap Metro plan, right 
from the get-go. The journey of a thousand 
miles must begin with a single step, goes 
the adage. Yes, but that step has to be in 
the right direction, say the critics. 

Cap Metro CEO Randy Clarke chose 
an interesting setting to unveil the latest 
iteration of his agency’s long-range plan on 
Monday, presenting “the Project Connect 
vision” in a speech at the Greater Austin 
Chamber of Commerce’s 
annual Regional Mobility Sum¬ 
mit, where he might rightly 
have expected a warm recep¬ 
tion to a plan calling for a 
large and sustained public 
infrastructure investment, with 
little mention (yet) of how the 
bills are to be paid. The vision 
is built on a number of core 
assumptions: the need for 
“dedicated pathways that 
allow transit vehicles to operate free from 
other traffic”; the inevitability of “autono¬ 
mous rapid transit (ART),” or self-driving, 
networked vehicles; the concurrent switch 
to all-electric power; and the use of large 
new park-and-ride facilities, presumably to

bridge the gap with the Luddites who still 
own cars. 

The City Transportation Department, mean¬ 
while, announced Tuesday that the “first of 
two presentations on draft policies from the 
Austin Strategic Mobility Plan is now avail¬ 
able on the ASMP website.” It’s an interesting 
pairing: Project Connect is thus far very much 
a vision plan, with almost no explication, but 
with quite detailed maps of proposed routes: 
four bus rapid transit lines, two new ART path¬ 
ways, and a new commuter rail line to Manor. 
The ASMR on the other hand, is fairly detailed, 
with seven chapters full of specific policy 
statements and priorities - about 100 in all - 
that lay out a fairly specific framework for how 
to make decisions regarding mobility planning; 
but it has no mapping yet, nor much context 
for how the planning principles 
might be reflected on the 
ground. That’s good planning, 
actually - putting the horse 
before the cart, as it were - 
in contrast, for example, to 
what the CodeNEXT planners 
attempted to do. But it does 
give the whole enterprise a 
sort of theoretical, unreal air. 
And it hasn’t stopped the 
critics from jumping on some 
of the specific details that are out there. 

Chief among these is the abandonment 
of a light rail as having any place in our 
transportation future. And the first shot back 
at the Project Connect vision came from 
the Austin Coalition for Transit, a transit 


advocacy coalition of folks with a long pro-rail 
history. They slammed CapMetro for jumping 
the tracks in favor of ART vehicles on wheels, 
but they also faulted the study for its choice 
of priority corridors, and most notably, for fail¬ 
ing to align its corridors and “mobility hubs” 
with the centers and corridors envisioned 
in Imagine Austin and other city plans. 

Indeed, the existence of so many parallel 
planning efforts (is that a transit corridor, 
or a mobility corridor, or perhaps one of the 
already funded 2016 bond project corridors?) 
has been worrying to many, for quite a while 
now. So, it can only be good news that, as we 
go to press, the city and Cap Metro are joint¬ 
ly presenting a “Community Conversation: 
Project Connect and the ASMP” at Ruiz 
Library. So at least these planners are talking 
to each other. And dissidents from ACT are 
there as well, so let the discussion begin. 

Next up, city staff will present the ASMP 
vision to the Multimodal Community Advis¬ 
ory Committee on Monday, Oct. 8, 6-8pm at 
Capital Metro HQ, 2910 E. Fifth. And see 
links to all of the relevant sites and docu¬ 
ments with this column online.

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WILL VOTERS GIVE 
SOCCER THE BOOT? 

The group that put the 
anti-CodeNEXT Proposition 
J on the November ballot 
has a new target: the 
unsigned deal between 
Precourt Sports Ventures 
and the city to bring the 
Columbus Crew SC to 
Austin, where the team 
would become the Austin 
FC. The political action 
committee IndyAustin has officially kicked off its peti¬ 
tion drive to give voters a say on the deal approved by 
Council in August, along with any future “sale, lease, 
conveyance, mortgage, or alienation of city-owned 
land” for the use of a sports or entertainment stadium. 
Lest there be doubt on the group’s position, you’ll find 
the petition at indyaustin.org headlined “Boot [Mayor 
Steve] Adler and his Sucker Stadium.” 

IndyAustin cites “$250 million in taxpayer subsidies 
and property tax waivers” that it feels would be better 
spent elsewhere as its primary motivation. Soccer 
boosters have countered by pointing to community 
benefits included in the deal. If IndyAustin can collect 
20,000 signatures from Austin voters, the issue could 
be on a May 2019 ballot. 

The threat of a citizen-led effort to blow up the PSV 
deal did not stop dedicated fans of Austin’s not-yet- 
real first major league sports team from celebrating 
their rebranding as the Austin Anthem. Founded in 
2013, the former MLS in Austin, having almost 
achieved its goal of landing a franchise, has pivoted 
into Austin FC’s official supporters’ group. The group 
unveiled their new name and logo (it features a grack- 
le) on Saturday at Jack & Ginger’s, about two miles 
from the future stadium site at McKalla Place; its first 
official meeting will be Nov. 4. - Austin Sanders 

THE GOVERNOR’S 
THUMB 

One way to help ensure 
your favored candidate will 
win the election is to 
appoint him to the office in 
advance. That’s the big 
favor Gov. Greg Abbott 
did last week for Mike 
Toth, in appointing him to 
the unexpired term of 
retiring 3 rd Court of 
Appeals Justice Bob Pemberton (Place 6), who help¬ 
fully stepped down early to make way for his GOP- 
designated successor. Toth faces Democrat Gisela 
Triana (200th State District Court judge since 2005). 

Sharp questions have been raised by local attorneys 
about Toth’s qualifications for his new gig, since the 
constitutional requirement is at least 10 years as “a 
practicing attorney.” Toth has been licensed for two 
years in Texas (spent in a perfunctory capacity on 
Attorney General Ken Paxton’s executive team), and 
although he was licensed in New York state in 2007, 
he’s spent the intervening years as a law clerk, in “busi¬ 
ness development” for software firm Palantir, and 
some time as a military attorney in the Marine Corps. 

Whether that meets the “practicing attorney” provi¬ 
sions of the state constitution is unclear, but Austin- 
based Republican attorney Kerry O’Brien reviewed 
Toth’s career and work under Paxton, and describes 
him as “at best, under-qualified, and at worst, unquali¬ 


fied.” (“Point Austin: Disorder in the Court... of 
Appeals,” Sept. 28). The governor’s office did not 
respond to questions about Toth’s qualifications, but 
apparently Abbott believes he meets sufficient muster 
to get a leg up on the competition before Nov. 6. 

The Triana campaign called the Toth appointment “a 
political dirty trick to fool voters into thinking an 
unqualified political appointee is an actual Justice,” 
and Triana added, “It’s up to the voters to decide 
whether we will allow political cronies to pick members 
of the Court or let voters choose.” - Michael King 

ONYERI GETS LIFE 
IN PRISON 

On Tuesday, Travis 
County State District Judge 
Julie Kocurek spent her 
54th birthday in another 
judge’s courtroom, watch- i 
ing the man who nearly g 
killed her nearly three “ 
years ago receive the max- I 
imum punishment - life in 
prison, as U.S. District 
Judge Lee Yeakel sentenced Chimene Onyeri on the 
17 charges for which he was convicted back in April. 

Those charges did not include attempted capital 
murder; Onyeri was instead found guilty on racke¬ 
teering, mail and wire fraud, identity theft, and wit¬ 
ness tampering charges, related to his extensive 
criminal “enterprise” in Texas and Louisiana. But 
Onyeri did admit in court to firing the shots that put 
Kocurek in the hospital for six weeks and left her 
missing a finger, among other permanent injuries, 
and the racketeering charge relates to his prepara¬ 
tions for that attack. 

During testimony on Monday, prosecutors focused 
on Onyeri’s past and potential future acts of violence, 
including details of two prior murders - in 2008 and 
2015 - in which Onyeri was implicated but never 
charged. Kocurek was targeted and attacked in her 
driveway, with her son Will in the car, in November of 
2015 because Onyeri feared the judge would send him 
back to prison for a probation violation. Both prosecu¬ 
tors and Yeakel highlighted the gravity of attempted 
murder of a public servant in asking for, and then 
granting, the maximum sentence. (In the federal sys¬ 
tem, there is no parole of a life sentence.) 

As he did at the April trial, Onyeri talked and talked, 
for nearly an hour, at the Monday hearing, in ways that 
did not exactly help his case. (His attorneys had to stop 
him at trial.) He continues to claim that he only intend¬ 
ed to scare Kocurek and didn’t know she was inside her 
SUV, but also apologized to Kocurek and her family, 
while also describing the impact of the case on his 
family and that it was his birthday. “My whole life, I 
never assaulted a woman,” Onyeri told the court. 

Julie and Will Kocurek think otherwise; in their own 
statements, they described the physical and psycho¬ 
logical trauma they’ve encountered and their constant 
fears for their safety. After the sentence was handed 
down, the judge told reporters, “It feels so good to 
wake up in the morning and know that my family is 
safe from Mr. Onyeri and his associates.... I’m thankful 
every day to be given a chance at life again.” 

Those associates, Marcellus Burgin and Rasul Scott, 
pleaded guilty to racketeering and will be sentenced 
next month. In addition to his sentence, Onyeri was 
ordered to undergo mental health treatment and pay 
more than $170,000 in restitution; he and his attorneys 
have 14 days to file for an appeal. - Mike Clark-Madison

CITY COUNCIL GETS INTO ITS A-E-I-O-Us

Manchaca Road has long been a source 
of agitation for local Latinos, as many con¬ 
sider it a misspelled tribute to Texas Army 
Captain Jose Antonio Menchaca, who 
fought in the Texas Revolution and later 
served on San Antonio’s City Council. That 
history bubbled up on our own dais at 
Tuesday’s work session, when Ann Kitchen, 
whose District 5 encompasses Manchaca 
Road, requested a postponement of a reso¬ 
lution (set for consideration this week) that 
would correct the spelling error, so that staff 
could reach out to more potentially affected 
property owners. 

Kitchen pointed to a pitiful 3.6% response 
rate - just 63 out of 1,763 property owners 
responded - during the city’s most recent 
outreach effort. “I know [affected homeown¬ 
ers] have wanted to have a chance to pro¬ 
vide input,” she said, regardless of what 
Council eventually decides. Leslie Pool 
agreed with the prospect of postponement 
on the grounds that she believes there is 
confusion as to whether the name is actual¬ 
ly a misspelling, or if it was actually a 
Choctaw word to describe the area. She said 
Council should be clear on the origins of the 
name so members could better engage with 
the community on the subject. 

The prospect of postponement drew 
fierce opposition, however, particularly 
from Delia Garza, one of three Latinos on 
the dais. “Our names are often misspelled, 
[and] mispronounced all the time,” she said, 
noting that she sometimes receives mail 
made out to a “Council Member Garcia.” 
She urged her colleagues to vote affirma¬ 
tively without delay, which would signal 
they are listening to members of the Latino 


community “who have been victims of hav¬ 
ing their names butchered.” The resolution 
“allows us to right a wrong,” she concluded. 
Ora Houston, Pio Renteria, and Greg 
Casar indicated their support. 

Kitchen countered that she didn’t intend 
to extend the process as a delay tactic, but 
was instead concerned about democratic 
ideals, as well as the business owners she 
said contacted her after being caught 
unaware by the proposed change. She 
acknowledged that an additional two 
months might be a long time, and suggest¬ 
ed that perhaps staff can find a way to 
shortcut the process while still contacting 
more stakeholders. Garza remained firm in 
her desire to see a vote at today’s meeting, 
so we’ll see how those two competing inter¬ 
ests are resolved. 

CULTURAL ARTS SNAFU 

Arts Editor Robert Faires continues to 
cover the ramifications of the budget 
crunch the city’s Cultural Arts Division 
found itself in last month (“The Arts 
Rinding Matrix: Reloaded,” online). The 
short pockets issue - brought on by the fact 
that 100 more applicants are competing for 
less hotel occupancy tax money this year 
than in previous years - wasn’t disclosed to 
the arts groups until many felt it was too 
late to secure alternative sources of fund¬ 
ing, as the cultural arts manager had ini¬ 
tially suggested. 

Item 5 on the agenda this week attempts 
to resolve the immediate harm that situa¬ 
tion created by moving $695,143 from 
reserves into the Cultural Arts Rind so that 
organizations can continue to function at 


least this funding cycle. Council’s fiscal 
hawks are sure to have a fit over the unfore¬ 
seen spending, which should provoke what 
appears to be a much-needed discussion 
about our current process for distributing 
these grants. 

“TALKING ABOUT TALKING” 

Members will also grapple with an item 
directing the city manager to solicit plans 
for developing the HealthSouth site at 12th 
and Red River. There’s been discussion 
about whether it would be better to leverage 
the property for on- or off-site affordable 
housing. While Casar said he’d be open to 
seeing which situation presented the better 
deal, other CMs (particularly Renteria) indi¬ 
cated they’d prefer an on-site option. As 
Jimmy Flannigan said, it’s just “talking 
about talking,” so the conversation 


shouldn’t be too fraught - but you never 
know with these people. 

VISIT AUSTIN BOARD APPOINTMENTS 

We’ve covered the Council stalemate over 
a potential expansion of the Austin Con¬ 
vention Center, and the convention and 
visitors bureau now known as Visit Austin 
(“Tourism TKO,” Sept. 14), so it only seems 
appropriate to note Item 8 appointing May¬ 
or Steve Adler and Mayor Pro Tern Kathie 
Tovo to the bureau’s board of directors. VA 
President & CEO Tom Noonan suggested 
the change in an August memo to since- 
departed Assistant City Manager Mark 
Washington. The mayor, who represents 
the entire city, and Tovo, whose District 9 
spans the bulk of the Downtown tourism 
industry, should take those seats “moving 
forward,” wrote Noonan. - Nina Hernandez 


CodeNEXT Gets an Autopsy Report 


Two months have passed since City Council aborted 
CodeNEXT, the contentious six-year, $8.5 million rewrite of 
Austin’s land development code. But the dust has yet to set¬ 
tle. Last week, Zoning and Platting Commission Vice Chair 
Jim Duncan sent City Manager Spencer Cronk a “CodeNEXT 
post-mortem.” Cronk has been charged with developing a new 
process for updating the 30-year-old code. 

Duncan, who was Austin’s planning director back in the 
Eighties, called the third and last draft of CodeNEXT the “worst 
code I have ever seen in my life” back in March; in May, ZAP 
recommended that Council immediately terminate the project, 
as it finally did in August. Cronk has yet to reach out to ZAP 
regarding next steps, so Duncan has taken the initiative, worried 
that the new-ish city manager is “depending exclusively on city 
staff, those who created the problem, to bring him up to speed.” 

Since CodeNEXT clearly didn’t lack for time nor money, 
Duncan instead identifies his Top 10 takeaways: 

• Inexperienced staff without the “expertise, experience, 
knowledge, skills or authority” to manage a rewrite, who 
cherry-picked goals, data, and population projections to justify 
density increases and upzonings; 

• The wrong consultant, Opticos Design, which Duncan 
deems to be too urbanist and who “lost credibility” for mak¬ 
ing recommendations based on market potential rather than 
on Imagine Austin and neighborhood plans; 



• An unrealistic work program that attempted to tackle text, 
maps, and technical manuals simultaneously, creating a mas¬ 
sive and confusing product; 

• A misused Citizens Advisory Group, on which Duncan 
served, which should have been used to avoid the “structural 
and substantial flaws” of the first CodeNEXT draft; 


• A poor process and product, especially that disastrous first 
draft with its complicated combination of existing and new 
form-based and use-based code - what Duncan calls a “clum¬ 
sy attempt to promote new urbanism at the expense of 
thoughtful planning”; 

• Widespread citizen concerns from all parts of town that 
“unified residents as never before in their joint opposition”; 

• Anti-code poll results and public hearings where “CodeNEXT 
opponents outnumbered proponents two to one”; 

• “Blindness to fairness and the Rule of Law” regarding both 
voter approval (what is now Proposition J on next month’s 
ballot) and removing ineligible members of the Planning 
Commission; 

• The polarized land use commissions, with the PC offering 
hundreds of revisions to the same draft ZAP threw in the trash; 

• And finally, a divided City Council whose “pro-density” and 
“pro-neighborhood” factions were unable to come together to 
“avoid the CodeNEXT train wreck.” 

As for how to move forward with Code Whatever Comes 
Next, Duncan suggests dumping the old brand and focusing on 
incremental changes, small area planning and fixes to obvious 
problems with the current code. On the more political side, he 
calls for Cronk’s new process to be “open, transparent and 
inclusive,” insulated from “premature political meddling,” and 
without “demonizing those who don’t agree with you.” 

What happens next remains a mystery, but whatever’s on the 
table certainly won’t be revealed until after the Nov. 6 elections.

Election Ticker Almost Deadline Time 


The deadline to register to vote is Tuesday, Oct. 9. Get your affairs in 
order... 

What’s That... Aura? It’s not news when a campaign calls a reporter to 
add an endorsement - unless it’s to their opponent’s list. Last week we 
inadvertently omitted AURA (the land-use advocacy organization) from 
Mayor Steve Adler’s list of organizational endorsements. Challenger Laura 
Morrison’s campaign manager, Jolene Kiolbassa, promptly alerted us to 
the error: “We were even thinking of putting out a flier on that one,” she 
said. Guess AURA is presumed not in good aura among Morrison voters... 

A few more endorsements have rolled in since last week’s tally, notably 
the Austin Neighborhoods Council endorsing Morrison. More precisely, 
that’s the ANC Executive Committee, not actually the neighborhood 
associations that make up the umbrella coalition, but get no vote in the 
endorsement sweepstakes. New to Adler’s list this week are the Friends of 
Hyde Park, Dove Springs Proud, and the Austin Asian American 
Political Action Committee. Unsurprisingly, the Travis County 
Republican Party endorsed Todd Phelps... 

A couple of readers have reached out to the Chronicle about robocalls 
promoting Proposition K - if passed, it would require an “independent 
efficiency audit” of all city of Austin operations - and thanking them for 
signing the petition that put Prop K on the ballot. Unfortunately, both cor¬ 
respondents insist they signed no such petition, and are wondering what’s 
the deal. We reached out to the Prop K campaign for comment. Michael 
Searle, organizer of the Prop K campaign, told us that the calls were either 
mistaken phone numbers or “somebody else in the household signed a 
petition.” And he insisted they were live volunteer callers, not robocalls: 
“We do not have recorded messages going out at all.”... 

This might be the election of the viral video. The latest is from the TX-25 
campaign of Julie Oliver - “Need,” released last week (www.oliver2018. 
com), and according to the campaign, viral within hours. Like the earlier 


“Doors” ad for MJ Hegar (TX-31), the video tells Oliver’s life story through 
the lens of her current campaign, as rising from her tale of being “home¬ 
less, pregnant, and forced to steal to eat at 17, how far she has come, and 
how we need each other to lift ourselves up from challenge and struggle.” 
Oliver overcame her difficult beginnings to become an attorney and expert 
on health care law, and declares “health care affordability” and incumbent 
Roger Williams’ opposition to Obamacare as major campaign issues. “The 
unscripted ad,” says a press release, “was shot by WIN Media in Austin 
during a single day.”... 

Mo’ Money: The third quarter filing period for campaign fundraising 
closed Sunday night, Sept. 30, but most of the totals won’t be officially 
released for another week or so. A few campaigns, if they’re doing well, 
announce their own numbers - and TX-21 Democratic candidate Joseph 
Kopser says he’s doing very well, thank you. His campaign says he raised 
more than $930,000 in the third quarter - over his initial fundraising goal 
by more than $100,000 and he says, “more in this cycle than any candidate 
in the history of the district (including 30-year incumbent Lamar Smith).” 
The campaign says that’s roughly equal to the total raised by GOP oppo¬ 
nent Chip Roy in the first two quarters ($935,000, according to the Center 
for Responsive Politics). More official figures will be available soon... 

Good news for Texas Dems who like to smoke marijuana: Lupe Valdez 
said during the gubernatorial debate last Friday that she’d support reduc¬ 
ing the penalty for possession of two ounces or less from a class B mis¬ 
demeanor, punishable by up to 180 days in jail, to a class C, which is pun¬ 
ishable by a fine only ($500 max). Even better news for Texas Dems who 
haven’t been smoking too much of the stuff: Republican incumbent Greg 
Abbott agrees with Valdez...

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More Off-the-Air Static at KUT 

OVERTIME PAY CUT ANGERS STATION’S ALREADY DEMORALIZED STAFF 


Reporters at KUT-FM took to social media this week to 
announce they would no longer receive overtime pay, trans¬ 
lating into a significant cut to their already low salaries and 
adding to the station’s current turmoil. “This has a direct 
impact on the public service we’re able to provide to our 
audience,” tweeted KUT News Managing Editor Matt 
Largey, adding, “Many KUT reporters make drastically less 
than their counterparts elsewhere. As a manager, I cannot 
defend this policy.” 

The circumstances of this decision remain somewhat 
murky and, according to the accounts of multiple staffers in 
addition to Largey, were sprung on KUT’s newsroom with¬ 
out warning. Instead of cash pay for overtime, reporters - 
like most of their fellow non-exempt employees at the 
University of Texas at Austin, and indeed throughout state 
government - will bank their overtime as paid leave (“comp 
time”), up to 240 hours. If they leave, transfer to another UT 
department, take an exempt position, or exceed that 240- 
hour cap, they can cash out their comp-time balance. (All 
jobs are “exempt” or “non-exempt” from various provi¬ 
sions, including overtime, of the federal Fair Labor 
Standards Act.) 

Even though this is the default state and UT policy, 
“departments have the discretion to pay out earned over¬ 
time based on their business needs,” according to a state¬ 
ment from UT’s Moody College of Communication. That’s 
what KUT and its sister station KUTX have been doing, but 
“during senior management meetings in August and 
September, KUT/KUTX introduced pending ... department- 
level changes in their [time] banking and federal overtime 
practices.” On Monday, “a draft overtime compensation 
policy was discussed with KUT/KUTX senior managers, 
noting that additional changes and timing for implementa¬ 
tion are still under consideration.” Judging from the KUT 
staff’s reaction, these discussions did not go over well. 

In recent weeks, KUT’s internal affairs have become pub¬ 
lic and fraught, as the station and its newsroom grapple 
with issues of diversity and sensitivity, career opportunities 


and workplace culture, and the behavior of the news team’s 
former director Emily Donahue (now working in a fund¬ 
raising role) and her husband, Texas Standard host David 
Brown. A negative feature in the public-media trade maga¬ 
zine Current, and KUT’s own subsequent coverage via 
freelance reporter Eva Ruth Moravec, was followed by the 
abrupt resignation of the station’s interim general manager 
Patti Smith; her tenure ends this week. Smith was at the 
helm during the period when overtime policy changes were 
under discussion, according to the Moody statement. 

Meanwhile, there’s an ongoing UT human resources 
investigation of Brown, after the circulation of an unaired 
Texas Standard tape in which the host appears to make fun 
of Spanish speakers; in a widely distributed email apology, 
Brown claims he was rather making fun of himself. But on 
top of the complaints of employees of color presented in 
Current, this episode has only made the clouds over KUT 
darker. Brown was absent from Texas Standard for two 
days last week, once Moravec’s coverage made the exis¬ 
tence of the tape public. 

So, if there was ever a good time to spring on your demor¬ 
alized employees that they’re getting a pay cut, this cer¬ 
tainly wasn’t it. “[JJournalism happens all the time, on the 
schedule of other people. [S]o it was pretty rad that @KUT 
... compensated us for that,” education reporter Claire 
Mclnerny tweeted. “We will now be working for free to 
cover things that happen. ... I chose public radio because 
it’s a part of the journalism world where in depth reporting 
is valued ... but now [KUT] is telling us they don’t value 
that.” 

While Mclnerny and other KUT reporters suggested this 
decision was made by university topsiders, with their own 
management left in the dark, the Moody statement implies 
it was made farther down the chain of command. Given that 
the aggrieved parties are reporters, and that KUT has been 
quite transparent with its audience (on air and online) 
about its woes and discontents, this discrepancy will prob¬ 
ably be clarified before long. 



The Moody statement concedes that reporting often 
requires overtime work, and says the station’s new policy 
“will reflect there are some circumstances where overtime 
will be paid as salary.... Rmding for KUT/KUTX operations 
is self-generated and any savings realized from managing 
overtime practices remain within the station budget.” The 
college and station leadership “will continue to work close¬ 
ly with staff to ensure their important work does not get 
interrupted or compromised.” - Mike Clark-Madison 


ROT On! Heat Wave Saved! 


The motorcycles will be back next year. 


The Republic of Texas biker rally and 
Texas Heat Wave car show will return to the 
Travis County Expo Center next summer, 
forcing the Travis Central Appraisal Dis¬ 
trict to find another location for its property 
tax hearings. A 3-2 vote at the Travis County 
Commissioners Court on Tuesday rejected 
TCAD’s request to rent the Eastside facility 
and directed county staff to negotiate con¬ 
tracts with the motorcycle and car events. 

TCAD was set to rent the venue from May 
to August of 2019, when it expects to hear 
from more than 140,000 county residents 
protesting their property tax bills. After suc¬ 
cess at the Expo Center last year, TCAD Chief 
Appraiser Marya Crigler said she and her 
staff were looking forward to returning in 
2019. They submitted a signed contract to 
the county and only needed approval from 
county commissioners, but ROT and Heat 
Wave, which have both been held in the coun¬ 
ty for over two decades, objected; TCAD’s 
three-month occupancy would interfere with 
their 2019 event dates. The ROT rally is set 
for June and Texas Heat Wave for July. 


Last week, commissioners briefly 
took up the rental issue, but punted it a 
week so they could try to sort through 
the situation. The vote followed a tense 
debate in which commissioners offered 
a glimpse into how they each expect 
staff to work with business partners in 
renting out the Expo Center. On one 
side, Commissioners Brigid Shea and 
Gerald Daugherty argued that the 
county should work to maintain relation¬ 
ships with “longstanding partners,” as 
Daugherty put it. On the other end, County 
Judge Sarah Eckhardt and Commissioner 
Margaret Gomez suggested that staff 
should rent out the 128-acre site on a first- 
come, first-served basis. In the middle was 
Jeff Travillion, commissioner in Precinct 1, 
where the Expo Center is located. He hoped 
for a compromise in which all three entities 
would be able to use the facility. Eckhardt 
and Gomez were the two votes against con¬ 
tinuing negotiations with ROT and Heat Wave. 

Increased facility rental fees and miscom- 
munication between county staff and the 



event organizers were at the heart of the dis¬ 
pute. Texas Heat Wave Promotions Director 
Chris Schneider said rental fees for his 
event rose from around $27,000 in previous 
agreements to over $40,000 in the new con¬ 
tract offered by the county. Schneider said 
Heat Wave was prepared to cut the check, 
but that he and the event’s accounting team 
needed more time to consider “such a big 
decision.” ROT President Jerry Bragg, howev¬ 
er, was less comfortable with the price; it 
would have been a bigger stretch for his 
event to afford the increased rental fees. 
Meanwhile, TCAD was ready to sign a con¬ 


tract for its three-month rental, which would 
net the county nearly $150,000. 

In addition to the increased rental fees, 
Bragg and Schneider expressed frustration 
with how county staff communicated with 
them about contract negotiations. Bragg 
said it was unclear whom he was supposed 
to work with to negotiate a contract, and 
Schneider said he was misled on how long 
his event would have to make a decision on 
agreeing to the raised rent. Travis County 
Director of Facilities Management Roger A. 
El Khoury refuted ROT’s characterization at 
the Tuesday hearing. “I talked to ROT,” he 
said. “I did everything I can. ... I’m not try¬ 
ing to dump them completely, but ROT did 
not come to the table and [another] opportu¬ 
nity came.” 

Now, that opportunity is lost. Crigler said 
TCAD will likely have to find an alternative 
venue, which could prove difficult for the 
appraisal district. “Time is a considerable 
obstacle for us at this time,” Crigler said. 
“There were competing needs and desires 
from all parties, we’re not going to pass judg¬ 
ment on anybody. ... We’re going to respect 
the decision of the Commissioners Court.”

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AISD: Back to Basics 


The success and well-being of students 
should be the top priority for the Austin 
Independent School District, its board of 
trustees agreed on Monday at the third in a 
series of retreats designed to lay the ground¬ 
work for AISD’s next five-year strategic plan, 
effective in 2020. 

Gathered in a conference room at the 
Central Library, trustees outlined four other 
core priorities that will serve as what they 
described as the district’s “north star.” 
Trustees agreed that the other district priori¬ 
ties (equity in student achievement across 
racial and socioeconomic divides; fostering a 
“culture of respect” in the district’s schools 
and parent communities; teacher and staff 
retention; and responsible stewardship of the 
budget) would all help achieve the ultimate 
goal of student success. 

Inevitably, the conversation soon turned to 
the district’s budget. The district is $30 mil¬ 
lion in the hole after passing its 2018-19 
budget, and ideas like teacher retention would 
likely be achieved through increased pay or 
benefits - line items that already swallow up 
most of the district’s $1.4 billion budget. 

But senior district staff, several of whom 
were in attendance on Monday, will now begin 
the arduous work of crafting a “strategic 
vision” capable of achieving the board’s pri¬ 
orities. The price tag of that vision could vary 
widely depending on what district staff pres¬ 


ents to the board, as Trustee Cindy Ander¬ 
son pointed out: “Staff could come back with 
a package that costs $5 million and one that 
costs $50 million.”

but that school’s Campus Advisory Council 

asked for an extension to continue brainstorm¬ 
ing. Notably, recommendations for Lanier and 
Reagan keep the same name, but disassoci¬ 
ate from their Confederate namesakes. In a 
letter to the AISD School Renaming Task 
Force (because there must always be a task 
force), Lanier’s CAC wrote that the name 
Lanier Early College High School was sup¬ 
ported by “the majority of students [and] 
alumni, the community, and a large portion of 
current staff.” The letter continues, arguing 


that Lanier is no longer linked to the 
Confederate writer; instead, it has “become a 
symbol of empowerment and inclusion.” 
Similarly, the Reagan CAC reported that honor¬ 
ing the school’s legacy by maintaining the 
“Reagan” part but dropping the “John H.” part 
was favored by an “incontestably large margin” 
of the community asked to provide input. 

The district has estimated that the name 
changes could cost around $322,000, and 
the board is scheduled to vote on them later 
this month. -Austin Sanders

The Lens on Juan Sanchez 


Southwest Key CEO JuaRi 
Sanchez granted a rare interview to 
reporter Jay Root last Saturday at the 

Texas Tribune Festival. Sanchez’s 
East Austin nonprofit spent the sum¬ 
mer under intense scrutiny for its 
involvement with housing undocument¬ 
ed children separated from their par¬ 
ents at its 27 shelters. But that’s not 
all: The group faces criticism over 
Sanchez’s comparably high salary (at 
least $1.5 million) and the shelters’ 
more than 200 recorded violations. 

Rather than take the opportunity of 
this live interview to announce a mod¬ 
est pay cut, Sanchez instead doubled 
down on deserving his earnings, say¬ 
ing people question when a Latino 
man becomes “successful.” And he 
defended the group’s background 
checks that let through the hiring of a 
former border patrol agent arrested for 


child pornography, a fact Root noted 
could have been easily discovered 
through a Google search. Sanchez 
said the Child Welfare League of 
ARnerica will review training and hiring 
practices at all its shelters, including 
its Austin office headquarters, in light 
of child sexual abuse allegations. 
While Sanchez denied having any 
financial stake in SWKey businesses 
during the interview, company spokes¬ 
person Jeff Eller later clarified to the 
Tribune that Sanchez “misunderstood” 
the question and is in fact invested in 
an LLC that owns property of one of 
his shelters in Conroe. 

Flying under the radar amid all the 
criticisms are allegations that 
Southwest Key employees interfered 
with attorney-client privilege and fed 
information to the Trump administra¬ 
tion’s zealous, anti-choice Office of 


Police Proverbs 

At a press conference last week to detail the results of the Austin Police Department’s 
recent community policing report, Chief Brian Manley piloted APD’s new brand: One Austin, 
Safer Together. It’s a reference to Austin’s history of segregation, and the department’s new 
focus on improving relationships in communities across the city. Said Manley: “Any time one 
part of our community is under attack, or any time one part of our community feels like it 
cannot come to the police for help, our entire community is less safe.” 

The success of that shiny new tagline will hinge on the department’s commitment to its 
community policing principles. That’s where the report comes in. After the Matrix Group’s 
report in 2016 found officers had little to no time to interact with the community, the depart¬ 
ment spent the next two years addressing the problem. “This really is a progress report on 
where we’re at as a department when it comes to community policing,” Manley cautioned. “I 
say it’s a progress report, because this will be a living document that we will continue to 
update as we continue to make advances in community policing.” 

APD now has in place actual language detailing its community policing policy so that 
everyone from the top down knows what that means, and a set of metrics that will serve as 
the basis for yearly reports going forward. Obviously, components such as staffing depend on 
things outside of the department’s control, which is why Manley emphasized that the report 
will continue to be updated as the department further implements Matrix recommendations. 

Public Safety Morale 

Just days after Manley issued his update, Austin Police Association President Ken 
Casaday joined his fellow labor leaders at the Public Safety Commission on Oct. 1 to raise 
the alarm about morale issues within APD, the Austin Fire Department, and Austin-Travis 
County EMS. He described a “disconnect between upper management and midmanagement” 
that has led to what rank and file view as unfair discipline. That situation is exacerbated, he 
said, by the meet-and-confer contract falling apart and incentive payouts disappearing with 
it.

SEGUNDO AWAITS 5TH CIRCUIT 

Ten executions have been carried out this year in Texas, and if the 
state has its way, there’ll be another six before the new year - more than 
double 2017’s total. Tarrant County native JuanSegundo is in line as No. 
11, on Wednesday, Oct. 10, though his recently appointed counsel is still 
working on his case. 

Segundo was sentenced to death in 2006 for the 1986 rape and murder of 
11-year-old Vanessa Villa. The case went cold until 2005, when old evidence 
was entered into the DNA database CODIS and matched with Segundo’s. (The 
state also connected him to the 1995 rape and murder of Maria Navarro; sev¬ 
eral women accused him of attempted sexual assault.) As a child, Segundo 
lived in extreme poverty with an unstable family. He allegedly suffered a trau¬ 
matic head injury as a toddler, but was never taken to a doctor. During his tri¬ 
al’s punishment stage, a neuropsychologist testified that Segundo’s “exten¬ 
sive history of inhalant abuse” and failure to have a “stimulating background 
upbringing” may have caused “significant brain dysfunction.” 

In May, Segundo’s lawyers filed a request for relief in federal court 
(still pending), arguing that Segundo’s right to adequate and profession¬ 
al representation was “undermined at every stage of litigation.” Among 
other violations, Segundo’s trial attorneys referred to him as “Speedy 
Gonzalez,” a “tard,” and a “dumb bastard,” and ignored requests from 
their experts for information to support Segundo’s intellectual disability. 
The filing also asserts Segundo’s trial counsel and the courts relied on 
unscientific “Briseno factors” (guidelines based in part on the fictional 
Lennie from John Steinbeck’s Of Mice and Men) to assess Segundo, a 
method rejected by the U.S. Supreme Court last year in Moore v. Texas. 
Lastly, the appeal argues Segundo was improperly denied funds to inves¬ 
tigate his claims of intellectual disability, creating “a procedural defect in 
| the proceedings” that was “exacerbated by the deprivation” of reliable 
5 counsel through every stage of litigation. 

S Segundo also requested a stay of execution on July 27. Two months 
| later, the district court denied a certificate of appealability and trans- 
= ferred both of his requests to the 5th Circuit Court of Appeals, which 
F has yet to rule. - Sarah Marloff 
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Refugee Resettlement, especially when it 
comes to abortion access. Following the 
interview, audience member Susan Hays, a 
local attorney with Jane’s Due Process, 
asked Sanchez if he would institute an orga¬ 
nizationwide policy to ensure that employees, 
acting under contract with ORR, cannot “quiz” 
children on the conversations they have with 
their attorneys. Sanchez said it was the “first 
time” he’s heard such a claim, and acknowl¬ 
edged it was inappropriate behavior. 

Hays told me she’s skeptical of Sanchez’s 
surprise considering there is federal litigation 
regarding the matter. She points to a case 
that landed at the 5th Circuit Court of 
Appeals earlier this year that argued a young 
girl in a SWKey shelter’s care who had 
sought an abortion through judicial bypass 
was blocked by ORR because the girl had 
ostensibly changed her mind, albeit only in 
the form of a handwritten letter. When her 
attorneys tried to visit her, ORR denied them 
access. “Southwest Key was complicit in 
actively keeping attorneys from talking to cli¬ 
ents,” says Hays. She notes that a similar 
Jane Doe case, in which ORR prevented judi¬ 
cial bypass abortion care, ended in a ruling 
that has helped ensure more minors are 
being transported to clinics. 

Asked if Sanchez plans to institute a clear 
policy preventing such breaks in confidentiali¬ 
ty, Eller responded that their “staff are 
trained to not interfere with the attorney-client 
relationship. We are reviewing that training.”

Crossroads 

Profiles of Austin’s six congressional campaigns

It’s no accident that five of the six congressional districts that cross the Austin city limits - TX-10, 17, 21, 25, 
31 - are weighted heavily against Democratic candidates. As the incumbent in the sixth (TX-35), Congressman 
Lloyd Doggett, said last week, “Every one of these districts was carefully crafted with a computer to guarantee 
that only a Republican ... would be there for this decade, and it has worked thus far.” While the other five districts 
were “cracked” to be dominated by Republican voters, TX-35 was “packed” to include as many Democrats as pos¬ 
sible, and also with the (thus far vain) GOP hope of replacing Doggett and his House seniority with someone more 
junior, likely from San Antonio. 

Nevertheless, the five underdog Democrats in these campaigns remain intent on overcoming the long odds, and 
it’s possible that some might succeed. Doggett warned that it won’t happen in these districts or elsewhere without 
intense grassroots organizing efforts. He points to the recent GOP flip of the Democratic state Senate District 19 
(where Pete Flores defeated Pete Gallego in a special election) as a warning against complacency. “I see it mainly 
as a great big blinking light saying, don’t just keep talking to yourself and trading social media with yourself. 
You’ve got to actually get out and do some work to get people out, or we will not be successful. ... This is Texas, 
and without significantly greater effort than was put into that race, we’re not going to have any victories.” 

In addition to Doggett, we talked to the Austin-area Democrats running uphill for Congress about the state of 
their campaigns, about what’s resonating with voters, and about their own sense of their chances for an upset.

Mike Siegel vs. Michael McCaul 

Mike Siegel was on the road in late 
September, en route from Austin to a 
Houston radio appearance. He said he’s 
grown accustomed to traversing the length 
of CD 10, and its three distinct regions: 
north and northwest Austin, a western and 
northern slice of Harris County, and the pre¬ 
dominantly rural counties in between. That’s 
meant different concerns among voters, he 
says. While health care remains the No. 1 
issue, and everyone sup¬ 
ports ready access or uni¬ 
versal care, in the half- 
dozen rural counties - 
Bastrop to Waller - recent 
hospital closures are most 
urgent. 

“If you’re pregnant in La 
Grange, and the baby is 
coming - do you drive 90 
minutes to Austin or 
Houston, to find a quality 
hospital?” he asks. 

“People worry over that 
very real lack of access.” 

Another concern of rural 
voters that most city resi¬ 
dents don’t realize is reli¬ 
able high-speed internet 
access: “We need a rural 
internet initiative,” Siegel says, “to help 
ranchers and farmers.” 

Also at the top of people’s minds is public 
education - “they don’t want vouchers, and 
they want to take care of retired teachers.” 
Finally, he mentions infrastructure needs, 
especially in and near Houston after Hurri¬ 
cane Harvey. “People are only now getting 
back to the status quo before the storm, 
and they worry that [the dams] are not going 
to withstand catastrophic failure.” 


He says President Trump has not been 
what comes up first in TX-10 - “he’s just not 
a kitchen-table issue.” To the extent that 
people raise that question, it’s indirectly, 
Siegel says, as in recent conversations with 
some West Austin Republicans. “They were 
saying, ‘We’ve got to protect the safety net, 
and restore common decency to govern¬ 
ment,”' he recalls. “We need a Democratic 
Congress, because we’ve got to get this gov¬ 
ernment under control.” 

Siegel adds that his 
campaign’s internal polling 

- “within the margin of 
error on a generic ballot” 

- suggests that he’s not 
so far behind as people 
might think. “Because 
he’s had it so easy with 
the gerrymander, McCaul’s 
not had to cultivate much 
love or support in the dis¬ 
trict. We’ve had a lot of 
opportunity to win over 
voters,” he adds: “We feel 
like we’ve had a lot of 
momentum.” With a month 
to go, and early voting 
beginning Oct. 22, Siegel 
will need it.

Rick Kennedy vs. Bill Flores 

Rick Kennedy is well aware that his race 
against four-term incumbent Bill Flores is an 
uphill climb, and even willing to joke about 
it. Reminded that FiveThirtyEight reports his 
chances (Sept. 22) as “1 in 100,” he says, 
“It’s actually 1 in 200” (i.e., 0.5%). 
Nevertheless, he says he’s getting engaged 
responses on the campaign trail - from 
independents and Republicans as well as 
Democrats - and notes that his campaign’s 
internal polling reflects his 
opponent’s neglect of his 
constituents. “I call him 
the invisible man,” 

Kennedy says. “We polled 
registered voters, and 22% 
said they have no idea 
who Bill Flores is, and a 
full 71% said they were 
either neutral, negative, or 
didn’t know him. That puts 
his approval rating at 28% 

- better than Congress as 
a whole, so I’ll give that to 
him.” 

Kennedy said it’s the 
“kitchen-table issues” that 
are motivating TX-17 vot¬ 
ers, and “cut across the 
political spectrum - the economy, health 
care, education - and they all say they don’t 
feel represented in Washington.” 

Immigration is also high on the list, he 
added, but even in that instance, his polling 
found that 48% think it’s [the border wall] a 
bad idea, and only 44% support it. “It’s a 
symbolic issue, politically inflammatory to 
motivate the base. Every wall in history has 
been defeated by ladders, tunnels, ships, 
and airplanes - visa overstays are far more 
significant in number than border crossings, 


and the average 737 cruises at 30,000 feet. 
A wall isn’t going to do anything about that.” 

Nevertheless, Kennedy said, Trump him¬ 
self hasn’t been much of an issue: “I don’t 
view the election as being nationalized in 
this district.” He returns to the “kitchen- 
table” theme, and voters “who are hungry 
for change.” He confesses to being a bit 
envious of Beto O’Rourke, and Julie Oliver in 
TX-25 - “They have opponents who are visi¬ 
ble, and polarizing, and generate interest in 
the race ... Flores just 
hopes I’ll disappear and 
he’ll ride incumbency and 
the gerrymander into 
another two-year term.” 

“I’m not naive about how 
challenging the race is,” 
Kennedy says, “but we 
have a better than a half- 
one-percent chance. Given 
the hill we all have to 
climb, I’m still encouraged 
by what I see and what I 
hear when I talk to people. 
... There’s a dark-horse 
race in every one of these 
elections, and this could 
very well turn out to be it.”

Joseph Kopser vs. Chip Roy 

In one aspect, Kopser has a unique 
advantage over the other long-shot 
Democrats in the Austin congressional dis¬ 
tricts - he’s not running against a 
Republican incumbent. After 30 years, 

Lamar Smith’s retirement opened the field 
for Kopser and Ted Cruz protege Chip Roy, 
and in theory, a less polarized campaign. 
Kopser says he is “not really running against 
any one person,” but to “present a vision” 
that he’s been provided by 
teachers, coaches, men¬ 
tors, and even commanding 
officers: “We all do better 
if we’re looking after each 
other.” 

Kopser beat three oppo¬ 
nents in the Democratic 
primary, and in that cam¬ 
paign there were com¬ 
plaints from the others that 
he was insufficiently “pro¬ 
gressive.” He says that crit¬ 
icism has essentially 
ended, and he proudly 
recalled Mary Wilson 
(defeated in the primary 
run-off) as standing beside 
him at a recent event and 
saying, “Unity is not uniformity.” 

In TX-21 as elsewhere, he says, health 
care is much on voters’ minds. “At one end 
[of the issue], people want coverage for 
everybody. At the other end, they want to 
see the system - which is one-sixth of the 
economy, and yet not delivering the best out¬ 
comes - to be fixed and made whole again.” 
He said voters are aware that the GOP prom¬ 
ised to “repeal and replace” Obamacare, but 
hasn’t done that, and he noted that Roy 
used to work for Ken Paxton - “who’s one of 
the attorneys general suing to strip the law 
of coverage for pre-existing conditions.” 


Immigration, he added, is raised by dis¬ 
trict voters in different ways. In the cities 
(Austin and San Antonio), people call atten¬ 
tion to family separations and a crackdown 
on immigrants. In the rural districts, he 
hears also from ranchers and farmers “wor¬ 
ried about the peach crop” and who need 
workers. People in different areas might 
have different perspectives, he says, but 
“there is a commonality - that we can do a 
better job by treating people decently and 
with respect.” In that vein, 
Kopser says he doesn’t 
hear much directly about 
Trump, “because it’s just 
so obvious” that he is “the 
source of a lot of frustra¬ 
tion,” whether it’s from his 
“pendulum swings on tar¬ 
iffs” or his “blatant 
attempts to drive wedges 
between people” over eth¬ 
nicity or country of origin. 

Kopser says the cam¬ 
paign’s polling reflects that 
independents and moder¬ 
ate Republicans who “hear 
my story ... break our way,” 
and that he’s brought an 
entrepreneurial strategy to 
his campaign, dividing his time according to 
the population breakdowns across the dis¬ 
trict, and working as hard as possible. At this 
point, he concludes, “It’s all about energy.”

Julie Oliver vs. Roger Williams 

Oliver - en route home from a Circle C 
meet-and-greet - had just passed 42,000 
miles on her odometer, covering her 
13-county TX-25. “I’m not exhausted,” she 
insists. “Every day, as we get closer to the 
election, I have this intensity building within 
me, and I’m feeling the energy.” 

Oliver’s enthusiasm can persuade a listener 
that she’ll win easily, although she knows 
she’s running uphill in a district drawn to re¬ 
elect three-term GOP incumbent Roger 
Williams. “Every week, there 
are more people showing up 
and getting involved,” Oliver 
says, and even small-town, 
rural areas are turning out for 
her campaign. In part, that 
has been fueled by 
Democratic Senate candidate 
Beto O’Rourke. Oliver and Kim 
Olson (Dem nominee for Ag 
Commissioner) opened for 
O’Rourke in Hamilton, and 
300 people showed up - 
“that’s probably 10% of the 
entire county,” Oliver says. 

She’s done nearly as well in 
other events without the senatorial headliner. 
“People are getting involved, and want to 
know who I am. ... It feels good, it feels right.” 

Like her Dem cohorts, she says health care 
is much on voters’ minds, sometimes acutely. 
“In Bosque County, their hospital is closing, 
and they’re trying to save it by forming a hospi¬ 
tal district - but the property taxes to make it 
work would be much higher than Central Health 
in Travis County. ... If it closes, they would lose 
the hospital, the emergency center to stabilize 
people - and a major employer.” Her opponent, 
she says, is instead advocating cutting “payroll 
taxes” by half - not mentioning that means 
Medicare and Social Security. “That would 
also mean cutting services in half.” 

Like the other GOP incumbents running in 
heavily gerrymandered districts, Williams is 


ignoring Oliver and expecting victory. He’s 
ignoring his constituents as well - when a 
few attended a GOP event in Hamilton, they 
were told they could not ask questions 
unless they were dues-paying Republicans. 

Oliver says she sees hopeful numbers. In 
the 2014 primaries, Republican voters out¬ 
numbered Democrats 73%-27%; in 2018, 
the difference had shrunk to 55%-45%. “It’s 
crazy this year, and so different,” Oliver 
argues. “Aside from Trump as a huge motiva¬ 
tor for a lot of people, people are stepping 
up and doing really great 
GOTV efforts.” She notes 
specifically a group that has 
been block-walking for her 
campaign every weekend in 
East Austin, at the southeast¬ 
ern edge of her strangely 
drawn district. “Those folks 
have been used to feeling 
they are disenfranchised,” 
she says. “When people 
reach out to them the second 
or third time, they become 
convinced that you’ve got to 
do this, you’ve got to vote. 
“When you have respectful, 
courageous conversations,” says Oliver, 
“people respond. ... We have to get people 
to vote who either didn’t vote in the prima¬ 
ries or just don’t vote - and those people 
are almost always Democrats.”

TX-31: “QUALITY OF REPRESENTATION” 




N J Hegar vs. John Carter 

MJ Hegar’s TX-31 is the least gerryman¬ 
dered of the six Austin districts in a literal 
sense: As the courts say, it 
is “compact and contiguous,” 
in that it comprises all of 
Williamson (including about 
27,000 Austin voters) and 
nearly all of adjoining Bell 
County. But Hegar notes that 
the lines do reflect 
Republican “gerrymandering 
demographics,” because of 
both active military members 
(Fort Hood) and more veter¬ 
ans than 97% of congressio¬ 
nal districts. “They like to 
think that the military vote is 
monolithic,” Hegar said. “But 
we’re different in another way, in that we’re 
accustomed not to think first of ‘our own 
best interest’ - veterans are more con¬ 


cerned about other people.” 

Hegar made a national viral splash with 
her video ad, “Doors” - which features her 
fighting through obstacles to 
help establish the right of 
military women to serve in 
combat, and recently another 
ad, “Tattoos,” notes the ink 
she acquired as a way to 
beautify the wounds she 
received as a medevac heli¬ 
copter pilot in Afghanistan 
(both stories told in her 
book, Shoot Like a Girl). That 
personal history gives an 
unusual campaign advantage 
- many of the soldiers she 
helicoptered out of combat 
also live in her district, and 
know her and her history personally. 

Because she’s received national support 
in response to those ads, Carter has 


described her as funded by out-of-state lib¬ 
erals. Hegar responds that most of Carter’s 
money is from corporate sources - including 
the private prison industry - while 94% of 
her donations have been $200 or less. “I’ll 
hold that competition with John Carter all 
day and every day.” 

Hegar says that there’s no need to nation¬ 
alize this campaign, and that because she 
grew up in the district, she believes that for 
TX-31 voters, “character is the most impor¬ 
tant thing.” She says she was inspired to 
put together the “Doors” video to show vot¬ 
ers her actual accomplishments. “People 
don’t care about what you say you’re going 
to do - people care about what you’ve done. 
Your record is the predictor of how you’re 
going to perform.” 

“This election is less about ‘R’ versus 
‘D,’” Hegar says, “and more about people 
wanting present representation instead of 
absent titleholders. ... It’s more about quali¬ 


ty of representation, and less about partisan 
football.” 

Hegar has been out-raising Carter - he’s 
recently shifted from a “donor” GOP candi¬ 
date to other campaigns, to a receiver - and 
she says her campaign polling reflect she’s 
now “within the margin of error.” 

“Carter won his 2016 race by 22 points, 
and now we’re within 4 points. I’m going to 
keep working my tail off,” Hegar concludes, 
“and I think we’re going to do real well.”

Lloyd Doggett vs. David Smalling 

Precisely because of Republican gerry¬ 
mandering, Doggett does not face a compet¬ 
itive race in his district, anchored in San 
Antonio, narrowly running up 1-35 to Austin, 
and heavily Democratic. He has a token GOP 
opponent - electrician David Smalling - but 
no real prospect of losing his race. 

Doggett’s campaign energies are primarily 
devoted to helping other Democrats, and he 
says he is as much concerned about Texas 
legislative races as he is about the congres¬ 
sional delegation. “About 
seven of the congressional 
races are closely competitive,” 
he says, “and if we’re to be 
successful, it will require maxi¬ 
mum effort everywhere. Out of 
this, we’re going to have two or 
three Democratic additions to 
the delegation, and we desper¬ 
ately need them.” 

He cited Kopser and Hegar 
as potential victors, “because 
of the resources that they’ve 
allocated.” He praised Siegel 
and Oliver for their energy and 
intensity, while acknowledging 
“those districts are incredibly uphill.” He 
mentions other candidates and districts: 
Lizzie Fletcher (TX-7); Colin Allred (TX-32); 
Todd Litton (TX-2). And he adds that 
Democratic voters need to understand that 
different districts require different candi¬ 
dates: “A candidate representing Fredericks¬ 
burg or Belton or Killeen may not be able to 
vote exactly the same way ... as somebody 
from Austin - but as a Democrat, they’ll be 
an immense help to us up here in Congress.” 

That’s by way of considering downballot 
candidates north of the city. “It all inter¬ 
acts,” he says, meaning races up-ballot and 
down. “I’m very encouraged about what 
great candidates, good times - and Austin 


housing prices - have done for Democratic 
possibilities in Williamson County.” Plugs fol¬ 
low, for Round Rock’s Jimmy Talarico (Texas 
House District 52), Cedar Park’s John Bucy 
(HD 136), and Southwest Travis County’s 
Vikki Goodwin (HD 47). 

Back to Congress: “The only hope we 
have of stopping Donald Trump,” Doggett 
reiterates, “or restraining him at all, is if we 
get more Democrats up here.” As difficult as 
the gerrymandered districts are, he says, 
“Times are changing, and we’re changing 
them by our involvement, 
and by the great organizer 
that all Trump’s lies repre¬ 
sent.” 

Doggett belongs to the 
House Progressive Caucus 
but says Democratic voters 
must realize, after so many 
years in the minority, that 
“only electing people who 
vote with us most of the 
time ... will help restrain 
Trump. 

“There are many other 
issues that I care about,” 
he concludes, “from immi¬ 
gration, to fighting drug companies, to edu¬ 
cation. ... But the most overriding is, can 
Donald Trump be restrained, or will he con¬ 
tinue to erode and destroy our democracy?”

Around that time, concurrent 
with the ACL poster offer, 
he was commissioned by 
Smithville to paint a mural 
(pictured) inspired by train 
engines and the adjacent 
Colorado river, which he 
completed/mounted by the 
town’s trainyard on Sept. 11. 
“It’s the same size and height 
as a boxcar,” Hall says. “I like 
that it’s sometimes gonna 
disappear in the train yard, 
blend right in.” 


For 2018 ACL Fest poster artist Michael W. Hall, there’s a distinct link between inspiration 
for his art - mostly abstract paintings using gouache (similar to but thicker than watercolor) - 
and hopping freight trains, which became routine at age 20. 

“I would say that I am always trying to be surprised when I paint something,” he says. “So 
I am constantly pushing myself out of my comfort zone. And a lot of times it doesn’t work, 
and a lot of times when I’m waiting for a train, I get on and I end up somewhere that I didn’t 
intend to go. But sometimes ... I see rainbows on amazing horseshoe curves and have these 
unbelievable experiences.” 

Fast forward to January 2018: The Baltimore native, now 36, gets a call from C3 Presents 
asking him to design this year’s poster for ACL Fest, which kicks off Oct. 5 and features 

Paul McCartney, Metallica, and Travis Scott, 
among others. Over the past few weeks, 
“Snapshot” delved deep into the backstory 
that led Hall to this career high. 


A decade-plus of screenprinting/painting in 
Philadelphia and riding trains to offset internal 
restlessness led Hall to Austin in 2012. He 
and wife Heather moved to their Smithville 
home studio (pictured) in January: “There’s a 
relationship between sitting and spending two 
days under a bridge where you’re waiting for a 
train to stop and my studio practice of sitting and 
staring at a piece of paper for eight to 12 hours a 
day,” he says. “They are also sort of both ways 
of connecting with networks of people, despite 
having extremely antisocial tendencies.” 



Previously, Hall’s largest Austin-area 
piece was this mural residing inside 
Facebook’s Sixth Street offices, which 
emulates a view from inside a cave 
at Palo Duro Canyon: “ I like to paint 
these things that almost look like 
they’re portals into other places,” he 
says. “I like there to be a lot of motion 
or action in it [and] that people can see 
whatever they want in it.” 


Hall’s ACL Fest poster design (the first 
horizontal in the fest’s history) aims to 
evoke sound waves and the hues of Austin’s 
“famous Violet Crown sunset” cast over the 
skyline, framed by Barton Springs’ intense 
aqua. His first screenprint project in years, 
it’s tied to his past, including train-hopping: 
“I don’t get to travel nearly as much as I 
used to when I was riding trains, so it feels 
like this sort of exploration,” he says. “It 
feels like a natural stop on my journey to 
come back to screenprinting.”

Seeking Freedom 

Sarah Bird’s novel Daughter of a Daughter of a Queen follows 
a woman from slavery to life as a Buffalo Soldier

What’s most impressive about Sarah Bird’s latest novel 
isn’t just the fact that it resurrects the 150-year-old tale of 
the only female soldier to serve with the storied Buffalo 
Soldiers (based on what little documentation exists today), 
or that it’s jam-packed with wit, action, and adventure. It’s 
the fact that on top of all that, Bird weaves in a moving and 
tender love story But that’s just one of the many complexi¬ 
ties she executes smoothly in her thrilling new novel, 
Daughter of a Daughter of a Queen. 

The book is loosely based on the true 
story of Cathy Williams, who grew up a slave 
on a Missouri plantation before the Union 
army took her away to work as a cook dur¬ 
ing the last years of the Civil War. After the 
war, she disguised herself as a man by the 
name of William Cathay to join the Buffalo 
Soldiers, African-Americans who fought off 
Native Americans and protected settlers in 
the peacetime U.S. Army. 

Cathy’s voice is intriguing from the start. 

A white author, Bird took a risk writing an 
African-American woman in the first per¬ 
son, as this raises questions about cultural 
appropriation. The actual narration, though, 
doesn’t sound like Bird is stealing Cathy’s 
struggle; rather, it’s highlighting her 
achievement. This is first and foremost 
Cathy’s story. Writing in the first person 
gives Cathy’s voice back to her. 

In the first line of the book, Cathy tells 
the reader, “I am a daughter of a daughter of 
a queen and my mama never let me forget 
it.” Her royal blood was passed down from 
her “Iyaiya,” her grandmother who was a 
warrior queen in Africa with teeth filed to a 
point that could tear an enemy’s throat out. For Cathy, this 
ancestral detail - an imaginative flourish Bird envisions for 
the protagonist - is important. She does not see herself as a 
slave. She, like her grandmother who was stolen away from 


her homeland by white men, is a captive. Cathy’s warrior- 
woman descent serves as motivation for her throughout the 
novel as she faces physical and emotional torment. 

And that torment comes from all directions. First, there 
are the challenges Cathy faces as a black woman in a white 
man’s world, and more specifically, a white man’s war. As a 
black soldier, she faces discrimination from white generals 
who don’t trust and respect their African-American coun¬ 
terparts. Then within the barracks, surrounded by other 
black soldiers, Cathy is subjected to “locker 
room talk” that sends fear through her 
body. She’s very aware of the horrible things 
the men would do to her if she were found 
out to be a woman. And when finally seen 
for what she is - a black female soldier who 
fought with the best of ’em - few give her 
the recognition she deserves. 

But Cathy is cunning and the true moral 
center of the story. She can throw out quick¬ 
witted, snarky comments to her hotheaded 
comrades and cleverly finds ways to appear 
manly (namely, shaving her face and fash¬ 
ioning a teapot spout to give the illusion 
that she can urinate alongside men who 
aren’t shy to relieve themselves publicly). 
She’s skillful, too. She happens to be the 
best shot in the crew. The irony of formerly 
enslaved people planning to subdue anoth¬ 
er race - Native Americans - is not lost on 
Bird and certainly not on her protagonist. 
Cathy is quick to recognize the hypocrisy in 
how the Buffalo Soldiers vilify Native 
Americans for torturing white settlers, 
although white men had conducted similar 
tortures on their black slaves. 

That hypocrisy points to the complex question at the 
heart of the novel: What is freedom? At first, Cathy thinks 
maybe it lies somewhere in her choice to join the military. 
Riding through towns in her blue uniform after the war, she 



feels safe and superior, as white folks watch the black sol¬ 
diers pass. Still, she’s at the whim of her white generals. 
Maybe freedom lies in the end of her hitch, or maybe it lies 
in what Buffalo Soldier Sergeant Levi Allbright, Cathy’s 
love interest, says: “We’re broken men. We have to create a 
new generation built from the ground up of strong, capable 
men, true and brave.” In the end, they wonder, maybe true 
freedom isn’t possible in the U.S. at all. 

The smelly barracks of an Army outpost seem a strange 
place for a love story to blossom. But the one Bird imag¬ 
ines for Cathy doesn’t feel out of place. Instead, it adds 
depth to Cathy’s character. Though the way Cathy meets 
her love interest seems pretty improbable, the subplot 
allows Cathy to free herself from her feigned masculinity 
and explore her womanhood to its fullest extent. At no 
point does she become dependent on this relationship - 
Cathy is certainly no damsel in distress. In the end, it is 
being all of what she is - strong, persistent, and overflowing 
with love - that makes her great. While she may not have 
been able to openly be a resilient and passionate female 
soldier in real life, Bird’s resurrection of Cathy allows her to 
brazenly and boldly be all these things and more. Maybe 
that is a form of freedom. ■

THE LONG ROAD TO TELLING CATHY’S TALE 


Sarah Bird first learned about Cathy 
Williams around 1980, but it took her 
decades to finally write the book. 

While researching rodeo subcultures, Bird 
overheard some cowboys talking about a 
woman that served as a Buffalo Soldier. She 
didn’t know if the story was true until 1988 
when she met a kindergarten teacher named 
Pam Black, who mentioned the story to Bird 
and brought her copies of Williams’ enlistment 
certificate and other documentation to prove it. 

Bird started researching and, as she told 
\he Austin American-Statesman, began to 


feel inhabited by Williams. She was still 
hesitant to write a novel because she writes 
in first person and, as a white writer fic¬ 
tionalizing the story of an African-American 
woman, didn’t want to appear to culturally 
appropriate. She decided Williams’ story 
could be told through film. So she wrote a 
screenplay, but it didn’t go anywhere. 

Then in 2015, she entered the screen¬ 
play in a contest started by Meryl Streep 
for female screenwriters over 40. It was 
accepted, which led to meetings with 
directors and producers, but still nothing. 


Groups raised funds to produce the film 
with an African-American female director, 
but the financing fell through. Still, Bird 
couldn’t stop hearing Williams’ voice. So 
she gave in and wrote her story as a book. 

It was accepted at St. Martin’s Press - a 
new publishing house for Bird - where the 
author was able to work with an editor who 
was an African-American woman, Monique 
Patterson. Bird has called Patterson “the 
greatest gift” she had in getting Cathy 
Williams’ story told. Daughter of a Daughter 
of a Queen was released Sept. 4. - M.C.

Heart Beats 

Zach Theatre’s Once disarms the cynicism of our age with 
the sweet story of a guy and a girl who bond over music

Maybe it's all the goings-on of 2018 
casting a pall over every single thing we 
experience nowadays, but there’s 
something about the musical Once 
that feels so earnest. An unnamed 
guy and a girl meet and bond over 
music. Their relationships are com¬ 
plex, and so are they. They 
create music in their brief 
time together that rises 
above anything they could 
be as a couple. It’s very 
sweet. 

Based on the 2007 film of 
the same name, Once opens 
with a guy playing guitar on 
the streets of Dublin and singing his heart 
out in what he intends to be his last time 
ever to perform. Except a girl hears him play¬ 
ing, and she insists on following him back to 
the shop where he works with his father. She 
sees the passion and skill in his music, and 
she won’t let him quit. 


Pause to observe that it seems like quite 
the fantasy for any struggling artistic dude, to 
have a pretty young woman appear out 
of nowhere and through dint of will res¬ 
cue him from his discouraged feelings 
and inspire him to create his break¬ 
out work. Thank goodness in Once 
she actually gets something 
out of it, too. 

Anyway, the girl, her fel¬ 
low Czech flatmates, the 
owner of a struggling music 
store, and their banker form 
a band of misfit musicians 
who, after some bickering, 
manage to put down a few 
really amazing tracks in a recording studio. 
Which seems unlikely, except, hey, we’re 
from Austin. It would be weird if your banker 
wasn’t in a band. 

If you can just manage to dismiss the rag¬ 
ing cynicism that has by now taken the place 
of our collective limbic system, then Once

is a gentle story (book by Enda Walsh) with 
an appropriately challenging conclusion. The 
music is the big attraction, with a score by 
Glen Hansard and Marketa Irglova. The cast 
is also the orchestra, and in Zach Theatre’s 
production, their work is impressive. As the 
guy, Corbin Mayer’s vocals feel not so much 
like typical musical theatre or the light folksy 
sound favored among male singer-songwriters 
today, instead taking on a throaty sound 
reminiscent of late Nineties crooners. Olivia 
Nice’s hearty take on the girl’s songs bring 
to mind Over the Rhine’s Karin Bergquist as 
she pours her heart out over the piano. 


Dave Steakley’s direction is solid. It’s 
a challenge to bring the intimacy of the 
exchanges between the guy and the girl from 
the screen to a large performance space like 
the Topfer, but Steakley does so, keeping 
the heart while raising the volume. 

There are plenty of musical theatre aficiona¬ 
dos who will object to any musical created by pop 
musicians who lack an extensive background in 
the form. It’s true, the songs don’t propel the 
story forward like they do in more conventional 
musicals, but that aside, the music is lovely, 
the story is sweet, and the performances are 
strong. It’s all right to enjoy Once for what it is.

“It’s all fun and games until 
someone loses an eye!” 

That overblown parental 
admonition has never really 
had much relationship to real¬ 
ity, in my experience. (If it 
did, the streets would be full 
of a lot more horseplay-lovin’ 
bros sporting eyepatches.) 

But the phrase seems apt 
for describing *some humans 
were harmed in the making of 
this show. Not that anyone in 
En Route Productions’ world 
premiere actually gets blinded, 
but it is all fun and games in 
the play by CB Goodman until 
it isn’t. 

For the first hour or so, £ 
we’re the audience for - by g 
which I mean we play the audi- “ 
ence for - a self-help seminar £ 

V) 

in which our inspirational, aspi- > 
rational host, Helen, tries to £ 
rouse us to take control of our * 
lives through a dramatized ver¬ 
sion of her own unfortunate life - thrift store 
owner, alcoholic, hellish marriage, etc. - and 
her discovery of the path to success, replete 
with a representation of Tony, the guru who 
self-helped her to find a new way. Goodman, 
who also directs the show, recognizes the 
combination of con job and vanity that fuels 
the self-improvement racket and presents it 
to us through the lens of a circus. Hanging 
from the wooden-pallet walls of la Enstera’s 
set are painted sideshow-style banners, and 
on the floor is a center ring with bright blue 
and red stripes radiating from it. Holding forth 
from it is Ellie McBride’s Helen, who weights 
her proclamations with all the drama and 
self-importance of a ringmaster. The theatri¬ 
cal biography she introduces is essentially 
a clown show, with white, female Helen por¬ 
trayed by a black male. That would be the 
wildly gifted, fearless Delante Keys, amped 
up to a level of manic energy that would leave 
the Road Runner standing in the cartoon 
dust. As Thrift Store Helen, Keys’ comic turn 
is so over-the-Big-Top, he may also qualify as 
the show’s high-flying acrobat, defying death 
in a slip and cartoonish wig. If the show has 
an animal act, then it might be Katy Taylor’s 
hilariously intense Tony, who prowls the audi¬ 
ence like a big cat and stares down individual 
members like a predator mesmerizing its prey 
- that is, when she isn’t exhorting us all to 
clap along with the crowd-rousing, pump-up- 
the-volume music supplied by sound designer 
Lowell Bartholomee or bouncing manically on 
a trampoline. All that’s missing are the circus 
peanuts, though animal crackers are gener¬ 
ously doled out to one and all. 


The exuberance on which this satire races 
along inspires such childlike glee that *some 
humans ... would be memorable if it contin¬ 
ued in this vein all night long. But it doesn’t. 
At one point, the show abruptly and without 
warning makes a hairpin turn in tone that 
makes it more memorable. The circus ends - 
though what follows is, in a sense, haunted 
by the circus, or at least a circus animal: 
Topsy, the elephant that was executed by 
electrocution at Coney Island in 1903. Its 
spirit hovers over the play as we’re shifted to 
a place of gravity, where actions and conse¬ 
quences must be considered and dealt with, 
where death is present and real. 

Asking audiences to accept such a radical 
change in direction after they’ve invested so 
much in a playful party vibe is a bold move, 
one that risks destroying all the good will built 
up by your play before this. But Goodman has 
not made this change lightly, as will become 
clear if you stay with *some humans ... after 
its turn. The play gives us an opportunity to 
contemplate how some humans were harmed 
- and are harmed - in the world outside this 
play, in the society we’re all part of. And as it 
does, the play applies the same rich theatri¬ 
cal invention to this serious matter as it does 
the freewheeling satiric material before. The 
result bonds the audience in a way I’ve expe¬ 
rienced only rarely, as a quiet meditative body 
willing to sit in the silence of a stage after the 
performers have left. To get to that required a 
wealth of trust and faith on Goodman’s part, 
and I’m grateful for it. In the end, no one lost 
an eye; rather, some of us gained insight.

Picture the inside of a large white cube, tra¬ 
versed by an equatorial crack. This is the first 
room of Shawn Camp’s solo show “Equivocation” 
at Northern-Southern Gallery. The front room is cor¬ 
doned off, its white walls marked by a meandering 
blue line, like a river cutting through a glacier. This 
entrance is a teasing introduction but positions the 
viewer well for the rest of the show, serving as an 
introduction to the scale and perspective of the 
remaining pieces and previewing visual themes. 

Equivocation is an installation consisting of three 
parts, each in its own room. At the beginning, glacial 
white. Beyond the black curtain, though, it is dark, 
shrouded. The remaining areas are sparingly lit, 
most of the light coming from the works themselves. 

To the immediate left of the dividing curtain is a 
claustrophobic room, the width of an average wom¬ 
an’s wingspan. A TV screen plays a video piece com¬ 
posed in accompaniment to the original soundtrack 
playing overhead. The work runs 34 minutes long 
and is a series of short, edited segments split by 
the accompanying tracks, like a visual album. Here, 
the music is contemplative and slow, and the videos 
likewise ruminative and Zen. At times, the videos 
contribute to the effect provided by the music, such 
as the ominous and rhythmic track “Incident at 
Graves Mountain,” whose minimalist sound is paired 
with a piercing pair of headlights winding down a 
forebodingly dark road at night. Other times, the 
video segments seem an incongruous or trite 


afterthought, an arrangement of footage from a 
diner or a compilation of breaking waves. 

In the culminating piece, Camp presents a backlit 
painting. Six spotlights illuminate the piece, but the 
light from the panels themselves does most of the 
legwork here. The tones shift from buttery yellow 
to tempestuous storms of blue and purple beneath 
the cloudlike oil paint. The texture crumbles in 
places, like the detritus of a hastily done scratch- 
off. Camp, whose work often refers to topography, 
moves here from the ground to the sky. The work 
is atmospheric, in that it sets a vibe, establishes 
a mood, but also atmospheric in that the viewer 
feels somehow injected into the atmosphere. Camp 
channels the wonder of a window seat on a first 
plane ride that just happens to take off at sunset. 
We are transported, but the trip is disrupted. The 
shape of the light panels echoes the zigs and zags 
of the river-line that cuts through this piece as well 
as the introductory wall painting, but it disrupts the 
softness of the painting itself. It is like seeing the 
sky through shards of glass on the ground, removed 
and evasive. Maybe this is the titular equivocation. 

The slow-changing colors prompt consideration of 
the slow-changing realities of existence, how the mind 
and body shift in temperament and temperature over 
time. This contemplation is beautiful, as is its prompt. 
After 20 minutes, I assess my own temperament and 
temperature to be shifting from calm and content to 
restless and warm, so I head out. - MelanyJean

The African American Museum is bringing to Dallas a 
poignant exhibition on human bondage and the man who wrote 
“all men are created equal.” 

Originally organized by the Thomas Jefferson Foundation 
and the National Museum of African American History and 
Culture in 2012, the exhibit takes an unblinking look at slavery 
and the founding of the nation. Drawing from historical archives, 

“Slavery at Jefferson’s Monticello: Paradox in Liberty” has 

been expanded to 300 rare items from the third president’s home 
and includes new content on Sally Hemings. 

One of the most famous African-American women in U.S. histo¬ 
ry, Sally Hemings gave birth to at least six children by Jefferson. 
She was the daughter of Jefferson’s father-in-law and an enslaved 
woman, becoming Jefferson’s companion after his wife’s death. 

During his lifetime, Jefferson owned more than 600 humans, of 
which he set free only two. The Virginia planter was cognizant of 
the moral dilemma of the “deplorable entanglement” of slavery in 
a free society. Yet at his death, 130 individuals were sold to help 
satisfy his debts. 

Besides the Hemingses and Jeffersons, the exhibition chroni¬ 
cles six other families that lived at Monticello. More than the arti¬ 
facts, it is the human stories that are the backbone of the exhibit. 
Among them was Joseph Fossett, a freed Jefferson slave, who 
worked to buy the freedom of his wife and children. 

As the plaque at the beginning of the exhibit says: “We cannot 



have a clear view of Jefferson and the founding of our nation if we 
leave slavery out of the story.” 

“Slavery at Jefferson’s Monticello: Paradox in Liberty” continues 
at the African American Museum in Dallas at Fair Park through Dec.

Review: Le Bleu 


THIS NORTH AUSTIN BANH 
Ml SHOP PERFECTS THE 
VIETNAMESE-AUSTIN MASH-

Like so many other successful local ventures, Le Bleu’s ori¬ 
gin story involves a food trailer. Lucky for Austin though, chef 
and owner Tebi Nguyen didn’t close the original trailer, Saigon 
Le Vendeur, he just added a second location and then opened 
a North Shoal Creek brick-and-mortar. From tender pieces of 
grilled meat on French bread to addictive happy hour bites, 
the expanded menu keeps the focus on flavor. 

Housed in a shopping center just off 183 
North and Burnet Road, the space’s simple 
design is inviting and casual, perfect for any 
combo of patrons - first dates, family night, or 
solo dining. Geometric patterns made of wood 
slats that match the modern flooring have 
been stained bright colors; lighting is housed 
in dark wicker baskets. Booths, four-top tables, and long bar- 
style communal seating can accommodate a large group, but 
even near closing time when the rush has waned, it’s cozy 
and comfortable. 

Just as the simplicity of the design makes the colors pop, 
Le Bleu’s menu spotlights freshness with crisp vegetables 
and herbs, lean proteins, and expertly executed bread. Every

single dish I ordered during two visits was not only tasty, but 
incredibly fresh. Seriously: not a brown-tinged or wilted leaf 
in sight. There’s no shortage of Vietnamese food in town, but 
when it comes to Americans eating Vietnamese food, there 
are two main dishes: the banh ml and the vermicelli bowl. Le 
Bleu’s versions of each are absolutely delightful. 

The classic banh ml sandwich filling for meat-eaters (vegan 
and vegetarian options are available all over the menu) is juicy 
slices of grilled pork with julienned pickled carrots and daikon, 
cucumber, jalapeho (with just the right amount of heat), and 
mini-bunches of cilantro, and these are some of the very best 
in town. I just wish the pickling flavor was more detectable. 
The thin spread of ai'oli settles into the cracks of the perfectly 
toasted bread, and adds just enough soft flavor to complement 
the rigidity of the veggies and the hearty portion of meat. At 
$8 a pop, it’s a huge win. Several other choices are available, 
including the O.G. - Vietnamese cold cuts - and two “not your 
typical” sandwiches, like the shaken rib eye with marinated 
cubed beef, watercress, seasonal radishes, and cherry toma¬ 
toes on that delicious bread. 

The vermicelli bowl is another staple done right by this 
kitchen. Also known as the bun bowl, the portion at this little 
cafe is more than enough for one and plenty for two. The rice 
noodles are cooked just right (there’s nothing worse than 
gooey noodles), and are topped with mixed greens, sprouts, 
pickled carrot and daikon, cucumber, herbs, fried onion, 
toasted cashew, and chili-garlic sauce. I went with the garlic 
butter prawn version, a pleasing combination of richness and 
delicacy. As an aside for those unfamiliar, these bowls are 
not a saucy, goopy mess of hodgepodge ingredients - there 
is no goulash here. The bun bowls’ sauce is relegated to the 
drippings from the proteins and the vibrant crudites (hoisin 
and sriracha are available, too), resulting in a meal that feels 
both decadent and incredibly healthy. 

The appetizer game is strong here, too. With shredded 
green mango and papaya, poached shrimp, pork belly, and 
herbs paired with fried shallots, toasted cashews, and bits of 
cracker, the mango salad makes a helluva starter, especially 
when it’s washed down with a local draft brew. There’s always 
some confusion when it comes to spring, summer, and fried 
rolls because the terms are loosely defined, but the staff here 
is incredibly warm and knowledgeable, so just ask. Here, the 
summer rolls (my favorite) are rice paper-wrapped and stuffed 
with the usual suspects (vermicelli, lettuce, herbs, cucumber), 
several plump shrimp, and a bonus rectangle of pork belly, 
served with a peanut-cashew dipping sauce. And the fried 
eggrolls are the ones you’re thinking of, with finely ground 
pork, taro, and wood ear mushroom, fried to golden perfection 
and then cut on the bias; the grilled pork patty summer rolls 
land somewhere in between. 

If you’re as much a fan of Uchiko’s brussels sprouts as I 
am (along with the countless fans on the internet who tried to 
replicate the recipe), you’ll be thrilled to know that Le Bleu’s 
happy hour runs every day 4-8pm, and all day on Saturday, 
and includes a very similar dish for only $4. That, and the 
draft beers are $1 off. We also enjoyed the tempura-battered 
calamari rings served with onions and fresh jalapeho slices 
and drizzled with a light sweet-and-sour vinaigrette. But it’s 
those dangerously tasty crispy sprouts - sweet, savory, and a 
tad bit zesty - that seared a memory. (I dipped 
my banh ml into the leftover sauce and almost 
shed a tear when the bowl was empty. OK, both 
bowls.) While I enjoyed the passion fruit chicken 
wings’ flavor - a bright passion fruit garlic-chili 
sauce and lovely slices of watermelon radish 
from Johnson’s Backyard Garden - the texture 
was a bit gummy for my taste. On my second 
visit, the kitchen had 86’d the peppercorn chicken nuggets 
and the shishito peppers, but going back to try these is rea¬ 
son enough to return. 

At the risk of being overly effusive about this little spot, 
there’s really not much at all to complain about. I suppose it 
just goes to show that Mom was right: Less is more, and not 
everything requires cheese. ■

mindfully infuse specific, positive intentions 
into each order. 

“It felt really good to be able to offer 
that,” Krishna said, adding that the whole 
process was heartwarming, making him feel 
connected to their customers. They’re the 
first to admit that this doesn’t give the cof¬ 
fee any kind of metaphysical superpowers, 
but there’s certainly something empowering 
in the whole process for those who are con¬ 
scious of it. 

“Whatever intention we put in something, 
these energies extend into our products. You 
have to be open to them,” Krishna said. It’s 
like a spiritual connection, a peace of mind, 
knowing as you drink each cup that someone 
was thinking specifically of you and wishing 
you the best as they prepared it. While the 
original intention was to focus on coffee, 
vegan superfood donuts, like most inven¬ 
tions, were born of necessity. 

The couple found themselves at home with 
a new baby one morning, craving vegan 
donuts, but uninterested in loading up and 
heading into town. No one was willing to 
deliver them to North Austin, so Thomas tried 
to whip up a batch herself. Half a dozen 
attempts later, she found the magic recipe: 
one for a light and fluffy yeast donut that sat¬ 
isfies every craving, and looked good doing it 
with its brightly colored glazes made from 
vibrant superfoods. Krishna’s reaction, and 
just about anyone who tried the sample 
batches, was overwhelmingly positive. 

“The superfood gives you the nourishment 
your body craves and guilty pleasure in the 
same bite,” Krishna said. Because, let’s face 
it, it’s still a donut - vegan, superfood, or not. 

They started selling the donuts topped 
with ingredients like matcha, turmeric, MCT 
oil, and Blue Majik on their website in July. 
Now you can find the donuts in several retail 
locations, including the Four Five, Thom’s 
Market, Rabbit Food Grocery, Bouldin Creek 
Cafe, and NadaMoo. They are also aiming to 
become regulars at farmers’ markets 
around town, which will help them connect 
on a personal level with the people indulging 
in their sweet treats, which is what they’ve 
wanted all along. 

Expect to pay a bit more than your typical 
box of ODB’s from Voodoo ($4-5 per donut or 
$39.99 for a dozen, delivered), but you can 
feel a lot better about stuffing your face with 
them - physically and spiritually. And if you 
think you might need a donut fix once a 
month (or once a week - no judgment) for 
the foreseeable future, Krishna and Thomas 
are working on a subscription program for 
their donuts and coffee. And yes, they’ll deliv¬ 
er to any address in the city of Austin, no 
charge. That goes for Thomas’ favorite, the 
matcha-coconut with blackberry chia seed 
drizzle, and Krishna’s, the maple coconut 
bacon, plus a dark roast Colombian coffee to 
wash it all down. ■

LOCAL ROASTER INFUSES COFFEE AND VEGAN DONUTS 
WITH POSITIVE ENERGY AND SUPERFOODS by Alisha McDarris 


Awakened Bean, a small Austin roasting 
company that launched this year, will deliver 
mantra-infused coffee beans and vegan donuts 
laced with superfoods right to your door. 


For free. Owners Kendall Krishna and Holly 
Thomas created a breakfast they believe in. 

The company started after the pair moved 
to Austin in a conversion van from Northern 
Virginia, not entirely sure of where they would 
end up or what they’d do when they arrived. 
Around mid-Oklahoma they had an epiphany: 
coffee roasting. With Krishna’s small-busi¬ 
ness experience and Thomas’ years in coffee 
retail, it just made sense. 

They knew right away this venture would 
have to mesh with their values and beliefs 
or it wouldn’t work. The beans needed to be 
consciously sourced, roasted to order, and 
single origin. And they wanted their custom¬ 
ers to be more than awake; they wanted 
them woke. That means they do things a 
little differently around the roaster. During 
roasting, they chant sacred mantras and the 
beans are cooled over energizing crystals. 
They’re keeping mindfulness at the forefront 
and putting positive vibes and intentions 
into every roasted-to-order batch, and their 
tagline is “May all beings be awakened.” 

“By infusing these energies in the donuts 
and the coffee, it’s a way to bring that to frui¬ 
tion,” Krishna said. “We want to share that 
love, that good energy, with other people,” 
Thomas agreed. 

Have a specific mantra or intention for the 
week? Type it into the online order form and 
the duo will infuse the beans with custom 
positivity. It’s what they love most about what 
they do. Customers have shared stories of 
breakups, important work deadlines, and life 
milestones and Krishna and Thomas get to

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Austin Filmmakers’ Waking Nightmares 

They’re just making a movie. What could possibly go wrong?

No one but an idiot thinks making movies is easy. 

Some might say, considering the levels of complexity involved and the sheer number of 
things that can go wrong with people, places, and properties, that no one but an idiot would 
try to make a movie in the first place. Unless they stand to make a lot of money from that 
movie. Or unless making movies is, after all, what they love beyond anything else. 

Even then, you know that fuck-ups, some kind of fuck-ups, are bound to happen. And 
sometimes those fuck-ups are disastrous - or horrifying - or hilarious. And sometimes 
they’re a combination of all three. Well worth sharing, in other words. Which is why we’ve 
got Austin-based filmmakers Macon Blair and Karen Skloss (plus more online!) here to 
relate a small array of production snafus toward provoking your empathy, sparking your 
schadenfreude-laced laughter, and reminding you that, yeah, it’s not all smooth sailing in 
the protean seas of indie filmsville. 


MACON BLAIR, whose excellent directorial 
dehut I Don’t Feel at Home in This World 
Anymore is available via Netflix, is perhaps 
better known - so far - as an actor, having 
galvanized the big screen in the films Blue 
Ruin and Green Room. And here he lets us 
in on a rather big, uh, misstep that occurred 
during the shooting of that thrilling revenge- 
drama of a Ruin ... 

□ 

“In 2012,1 was working on a movie called 
Blue Ruin that my friend Jeremy Saulnier 
was directing. It was extremely low budget, 
financed by credit cards, a new mortgage on 
Jeremy’s house, and a Kickstarter cam¬ 
paign. Everyone wore many hats and loca¬ 
tions were catch-as-catch-can. 

“For the opening scene, in which the main 
character breaks into an empty beach cot¬ 
tage, we had rented a place in Rehoboth, Del., 
where we were going to shoot a sequence of 
exteriors as well. Let’s say the address was 
215 Beach Street. Not being as internet savvy 
as we should have been, we rented the place 
on Craigslist. I know, I know 

“We pull in to town with our eight-person 
crew all stuffed into one van the day before 
Production Day One and swing by Beach 
Street to check out our first location. There’s 


212, there’s 214, there’s 216 ... but no 215. It 
literally does not exist. 

“Surely there’s some kind of mistake or 
miscommunication here, but when we try 
to contact the rental agent (again, 
from Craigslist), their phone doesn’t seem 
to work. And the IP address of their email, 
we soon learn, is located in Jamaica. 

“As we’re standing around this empty lot, 
looking befuddled and increasingly freaked 
out (because, movie, but no location), one of 
the neighbors walked by and saw us there 
and kind of chuckled. ‘Craigslist, right?’ 
he said. 

“Apparently this kind of rental scam had 
been pulled several times before, hapless 
suckers paying via a Western Union wire for 
a property that didn’t exist. To say that we 
felt like dummies would be correct. 

“Luckily, an old friend of Jeremy’s par¬ 
ents’ lived nearby and she very graciously 
let us shoot in her cottage and, not only 
that, let the crew crash there, too. It ended 
up being perfect for the movie so all’s well 
that ends well, but lesson learned: Don’t pay 
Western Union for rentals over Craigslist, 
no matter how cool the pictures look.” 


KAREN SKLOSS is an editor and director, 
known for The Honor Farm, Support the 
Girls, and Be Here to Love Me: A Film About 
Townes Van Zandt. You might expect a 
woman who did her master’s thesis on George 
Romero to shoot a film that’s a little spooky. 
You might not expect her to be, at least for one 
production, the weather’s personal enemy ... 
□ 

“When I set out to make a film about ritu¬ 
al, drugs, and teenage self-discovery, little 
did I know that I might be put through 
paces of my own. For starters, we were mak¬ 
ing an ensemble film (eight teenagers and a 
baby goat) with mainly outdoor night shoots 
(meaning reversed sleeping schedules and 
lots of lighting required) on a shoestring, 
during what became 
the wettest Texas 
summer on record. 

That means crews 
placing cables and 
sometimes lighting 
in the pouring rain. 

This faith-based 
activity was guided 
by the not always perfect app-based meteo¬ 
rology of Dark Skies. For instance, one wide 
landscape shot that included our picture 
hearse and a light hoisted in a cherry picker 
(which in the industry is known as a condor) 
had to be done in one take or bust, lest our 
lighting team be fried by the passing elec¬ 
trical storm. We got the shot, by pure mira¬ 
cle, and our valiant crew lived to see anoth¬ 
er wet day 

“Damp, underslept, covered in bug bites 
and poison ivy, we soldiered through. The 
crew took to drinking at dawn as each day 
‘ended,’ and I heard the mutterings - at first 
hopeful, of Wet Hot American Summer 


(which was shot primarily in the rain), and 
later, wryly, of Lost in La Mancha. I kept the 
faith as shooting days rained out, and on 
certain days I revised the script on my lap¬ 
top in the middle of a field, cutting pages 
while the sun came up and the crew packed 
up another truckload of wet gear. On two 
different days, in the rushes I came across 
footage of our world-class cinematographer, 
Matthias Grunsky, curled up in a fetal posi¬ 
tion. (Very funny, Matthias.) Producers, 
A.D.s, and I were all driven to tears at vary¬ 
ing points by the sheer brutality of the 
weather, our shooting schedule, and 
extremely tight funding. 

“And then it happened, because as they 
say, when it rains, it pours. We were shoot¬ 
ing in an abandoned building in San 
Antonio. Thankfully, it was spooky as hell, 
and (so I’m told) it had already been the set¬ 
ting for much real-world San Antonian 
ghosty lore. I’d noticed some strange behav¬ 
ior, but it wasn’t until we were shooting a 
key scene that was completely derailed by 
unscripted and uncontrollable vomiting, 
that I figured we’d really crossed a thresh¬ 
old. We shot the alternate angles for that 
scene, cut our losses, and revised the sched¬ 
ule yet again. Turns out someone was get¬ 
ting a bit method with the drugs. Things 
snowballed from there as this young adult 
(who surely must have been deep in charac¬ 
ter) ended up in jail for shoplifting from 
the nearby H-E-B on 
the day of one of 
the biggest ensemble 
scenes. Our produc¬ 
er, David Hartstein, 
found himself off-set 
at juvie, getting the 
aforementioned actor 
back into the free 
world. We were at the point of meltdown. 

“This is where this coming-of-age story 
turns on the director herself. In the middle of 
the night (at 4pm) and at a very dark hour in 
crew morale, I found myself on the phone 
with one of our executives, the Chronicle’s own 
Louis Black. Eyes closed, I listened as he 
said, ‘Karen, at the end of the world there will 
only be three things left: Keith Richards, 
cockroaches, and producers. Find a way to 
finish the shoot.’ Ultimately, with the help of 
second unit (thank you, Jason Wehling/ 
Arts+Labor) we did. And now we have a 
movie we can be proud of. Many festivals and 
a distribution deal later, I’ll call it magic.” ■

Age Shall Not 
Weary Him 

Robert Redford shines as bright as ever 
in The Old Man & the Gun

Like the twinkly septuagenarian bank rob¬ 
ber in the title, The Old Man & the Gun brims 
with a rascal’s charm. It’s an old-fashioned 
Western in disguise, one in which the bad 
guy has a good heart. Based on the 
“mostly true” story of Forrest Tucker 
(Redford), a lifelong criminal who 
spent most of his life in and out of 
jail (successfully escaping incarcera¬ 
tion 16 times!), this fourth home 
run from filmmaker David Lowery 
(Ain't Them Bodies Saints, Pete's 
Dragon, A Ghost Story) begins 
with a string of holdups in Texas 
and the surrounding area circa 
1981, with the unlikely bandits a 
senior-citizen crew dubbed “The 
Over the Hill Gang” that’s led by 
the ever-dapper Tucker. Dressed 
in a blue suit and tie, topped off by a stylish 
fedora (with the optional fake mustache), 
Tucker cordially executes these crimes like

a true gentleman, the flash of his handgun 
a harmless (but effective) prop for pulling off 
each job as he assures a frightened teller 
he means no harm (and he truly doesn’t). 
The guy can’t help himself - he loves 
the thrill of the game. He’s a geriatric 
adrenaline junkie, playing a high- 
stakes gamble with the nerve of a 
young man. 

Without treading on the 
cute side (this is no Going in 
Style, with predictable old-fart 
jokes), the movie’s gentle humor 
constructively informs its deli¬ 
cate relationships, particularly 
between Tucker and his would-be 
love interest, Jewel (Spacek - 
so good to see her!), and the 
stumped Dallas police officer try¬ 
ing to track him down, the rumpled John Hunt 
(Affleck, a stalwart presence in Lowery’s oeu¬ 
vre). In a telling scene in which Tucker calmly 
escorts Jewel out of a mall jewelry store with

an expensive unpaid-for bracelet still on her 
wrist, you laugh at the audaciousness of his 
true-to-form conduct, and yet wince at her 
realization about the character of the man 
to whom she’s attracted. Likewise, another 
scene in which Tucker impulsively messes 
with an initially clueless Hunt in a restaurant 
bathroom initially feels like a Hollywoodized 
moment (a wry take on Heat, perhaps?), but 
the lighthearted confrontation belies the old 
man’s pathological need to play a game of 
cat and mouse. 

Redford is Lowery’s muse here, in a per¬ 
fectly cast role the actor professes may be 
his last. Whenever he effortlessly flashes 
that million-dollar smile, the deep creases 
and crow’s feet on his sun-blemished face 


magically disappear, and we’re seduced once 
again by a handsome visage and movie-star 
charisma matched only by his sometime part¬ 
ner in screen crime, Paul Newman. When a 
montage of photos and film clips progressive¬ 
ly spanning Redford’s movie career appear in 
the guise of Tucker’s life as a career criminal 
toward the end of The Old Man & the Gun, it’s 
a sentimental journey marking a remarkable 
run in popular American cinema. The beauty 
of Redford’s rock-steady performances over 
the last six decades or so is that he never 
showed off, and yet always commanded your 
attention. That’s no small feat. Is this really 
the Sundance Kid’s swan song? Say it ain’t 
so, Bob.

“This town can keep a secret like nowhere 
else,” an old voice intones in this documen¬ 
tary about one of the worst crimes against 
America’s workers, and a hideous piece of 
buried history. On July 12, 1917, around 
1,300 local workers, many affiliated with the 
Industrial Workers of the World, who were 
striking against dangerous working conditions 
and low pay at the copper mine, were roust¬ 
ed from their beds. Almost 2,000 locals loyal 
to the company had been deputized, and they 
threw their neighbors and colleagues and 
friends into cattle trucks, dumped them 16 
hours away in the New Mexico desert, and 
told them never to come back. This was one 
of the most heinous acts of union busting in 
American history, one that was also an act of 
ethnic purging, forcing out Eastern European 
and Mexican migrants. With the centennial 
bearing down fast, the community that has 
decided never to talk about this (or, more 
dangerously, tells it from the viewpoint of the 
victors), decides to use community drama 
to re-create the trauma, and bring what was 
hidden back into daylight.

With more intimate documentaries like 
Kate Plays Christine and Kati With an I, direc¬ 
tor Robert Greene has always found space 
for enigma in motivation, in a lack of resolu¬ 
tion: Bisbee '17 cannot afford such space. As 
Charles Bethea, host of The Copper Chronicle 
on local community radio station KBRF? notes, 
it’s been too long that the story has been 
buried, like the ore in the ground that once 
made Bisbee the richest town in Arizona, 
and now has left it a hollowed-out shell. This 
was a company town, and now the company 
doesn’t care, so the history they buried is 
allowed to come up - replacing what one 
of the multitude of locals interviewed dubs 
a dream history. Yet what becomes clear 
is that there are more than enough locals 
whose identities have become so interwoven 
with either burying the history, or lionizing the 
union busters, that a century later the scars 
are easy to break open. 

The sensation of a secret revealed 
would seemingly make this a pair with the 
occasionally overblown Did You Wonder Who 
Fired the Gun?, but the process is closer 
(inadvertently) to Spettacolo, Jeff Malmberg 
and Chris Shellen’s remarkable documentary 
about a small Italian town that has spent 
decades using an annual play to process 
what is happening to them. So Bisbee has 
missed 100 of those acts of social purgation 
and bonding, and Greene’s calm tone allows 


the tensions to register on their own terms. 
His efforts to create resonances between 
then and now - on workforce inequality, race, 
injustice, deportations - are mostly effective 
(although his determination to create links 
between the migrant miners and modern 
migrant workers concentrates so much on 
Latino Bisbee residents that it misses the 
large number of European migrants, and so 
misses a pivotal question of the shifting defi¬ 
nition of whiteness). Yet what Greene both 
shows and helps enable may be the first 
steps toward a new understanding in a shat¬ 
tered community.

If you aren’t a Francophile, or versed in 
early 20th century popular fiction of that par¬ 
ticular Gallic country, you can be forgiven for 
having a blind spot about Colette (Knightley), 
nee Sidonie-Gabrielle Colette, an extremely 
popular novelist, whose Claudine series was 
the talk of Paris during those years, with its 
scintillating prose and provocative activities. 
The fact that this series of novels was pub¬ 
lished under the name of her husband, Henry 
Gauthier-Villars (West) aka “Willy,” makes 
up most of the drama in this biopic of the 
lauded author. 
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Born in rural France, Colette soon gets 
swept up by Willy and the decadent Parisian 
lifestyle, although, in the beginning of their 
matrimony, he tended to keep her secluded 
while he sowed his oats elsewhere. When 
her reminiscences of an idyllic past, coupled 
with some saucy injections, prove to be a 
hit (under his name, of course, because 
female authors don’t sell books. George 
Sand, anyone?), Colette is given a freedom 
she has never enjoyed, if only for a time. 

She and Willy enter into an agreement that 
lets them both discover their own desires: 

His tend toward just being an often destitute 
libertine (there are more than a few scenes 
of him selling off various pieces of furniture 
to pay their debts), but hers veer toward the 
sapphic. That the director Westmoreland 
(of the Alzheimer’s epic Still Alice) relies on 
the linchpin of Colette’s sexuality to provide 
the majority of the drama in this lavish, but 
frankly, meandering and conventional biopic 
is perhaps its undoing. It never becomes 
a bad film, with Erik Satie or West’s facial 
hair keeping you busy with what’s onscreen, 
it seems like an opportunity lost. Colette’s 
infamous love affair with Mathilde de Morny 
(Gough) - aka “Missy,” as everyone has 
nicknames in the past - is given a nod in the 
third act. Yet the film seems to end on a note 
of melancholy, which does the famed author 
no justice, as she went on to much acclaim. 
To have that addressed in the written post¬ 
script inspires one to wonder if maybe the 
microscopic view of her early years could 
have been broadened to include the rest of 
her life, but such are the perils of depicting a 
life. Regardless, Colette is a good primer for 
a wonderful author, and a reflection on how 
your life will never turn out as you think.

From Wayne's World, through Todd and the 
Book of Pure Evil, to Deathgasm, the metal 
comedy has set rules: Underdog with no real 
skill manages to have the one moment of 
true rock god glory, and gets the cool girl who 
is way more metal than anyone expects. 

And so it goes with the delightful if low- 
key Scandinavian comedy Heavy Trip, about 
a crew of misfit black metal fans in a tiny 
village. Turo (Holopainen) is the vocalist with 
Finnish symphonic postapocalyptic reindeer¬ 
grinding Christ-abusing extreme war pagan 
Fennoscandic metal act Impaled Rektum, 
who manage to get on the main stage at the 
Northern Damnation festival in Norway. At 
least, that’s what Turo convinces both his fel¬ 
low band members and the local townsfolk, 
who normally write him and his pals off as 
glue-sniffing losers. Which is a fair conclu¬ 
sion, considering that they don’t have any 
original songs, have never played anywhere 
other than a basement, and Turo instanta¬ 
neously throws up under pressure. 

Embracing your outsider status, disposable 
drummers, and small-town distrust turning 
into adulation are the familiar but fun hall¬ 
marks of the metal comedy, and they’re well

executed here - with the addition of reindeer 
gags, a very annoyed wolverine, corpse paint, 
projectile vomit, crowd-surfing coffins, and 
Viking re-enactors. The inevitable third act 
road trip to the test brings in some bum notes 
(especially a brief diversion involving overly 
armed border guards and a very unlucky 
bachelor party). But when it avoids pratfall 
silliness and instead leans into the glorious 
ridiculousness of it all, as well as its sweetly 
predictable plot (of course Kuustonen’s Miia, 
the flower shop owner whose father is also 
the chief of police, will fall for Turo, and of 
course they’ll make it to the show), it’s a solid 
addition to the well-trodden genre. Plus, with 
a score performed by Funeral for the Masses 
guitarist Eemeli Bodde and Finnish melodic 
death metal godfathers Diablo, it’s clear 
that the death metal adoration comes from 
the right place, and never mocks the much 
maligned musical subset. 

It’s no Metalocalypse (pretty much the only 
metal comedy to completely break the rules), 
and there are no new classic anthems here, 
but if you want to bang your head to a very 
familiar beat, Heavy Trip is a solid cover 
version.

HELL FEST

In the history of slasher films, there are 
rules, rules that become untenable, until of 
course, they don’t, as the screenwriters mix 
it up and deal the cards differently, trying 
to create new ways to put a new dress on 
an old, and often tired, hanger. I don’t know 
what you might expect from Hell Fest, but you 
are not going to get anything that you haven’t 
seen before. In fact, the film plays out like if 
you wanted to go to those overpriced haunt¬ 
ed houses, but you can’t be bothered to 
leave your couch. Because that is the film’s 
bread and butter. It is a succession of teen¬ 
agers navigating an elaborate amusement 
park of what amounts to jump scares of 
skeletons popping out of closets and overly 
costumed fiends vying to give you a shock. 


The cast of characters are pretty boiler¬ 
plate and don’t matter much because you 
know they will be dispatched in due time. 

The parlor game here is who will be first, sec¬ 
ond, or third, and I will give Hell Fest credit 
for mildly subverting that particular aspect 
of these proceedings. But really, it seems 
like a movie hatched because someone had 
access to an amusement park and knew 
a lot of people in the makeup and lighting 
department. But, if you really want to know, 
Natalie (Forsyth) returns to some indetermi¬ 
nate Midwestern locale, where she meets up 
with her best friend Brooke (Edwards) and 
her quirky roommate Taylor (Taylor-Klaus, in a 
performance that might go down as the most 
annoying secondary character in the last 
decade). A VIP evening out to a very curated 
haunted house experience also brings to light 
a nameless killer who ends up stalking and 
dispatching Natalie’s friends. I suppose it’s 
fine fare for a quick buck, a Halloween rip-off, 
as the latest incarnation hits theatres, some¬ 
thing for the kids, you know? But it becomes 
a quite tedious affair as every three minutes 
you are confronted with another monster 
around the corner and a soundtrack that 
plays out like a disruptive fart. The inevitable 
ending that leaves way for a sequel speaks 
to the film’s entire raison d’etre. This is cash 
grabbing at its most blatant.

Big Mouth (Netflix) It’s kind of a shame that Nick Kroll and Andrew Goldberg’s cartoon 
about puberty and its endless mortifications has too much “adult content” to make it 
recommendable for 12-year-olds, the demographic that stands the most to gain from its 
awful/hilarious/sincerely sweet exploration of the weird shit happening to their bodies. 
Season 2 drops Friday, Oct. 5. 

The Good Place (NBC) Season 3 just kicked off last week, but if you’re new to The 
Good Place, you’re going to want to start at the very beginning, because the joy of it 
- and this really is a surprisingly joyful comedy that just happens to be tangling with the 
idea of heaven and hell and who belongs where - is in seeing how its self-described 
dirtbag characters become better just by being together, and in how each season 
radically reboots itself. Binge the first two seasons on Netflix. 

Agatha Raisin (Acorn TV) The former PR maven-turned-accidental detective from M.C. 
Beaton’s books is a lot more chic in her TV incarnation (played by Ugly Betty's Ashley 
Jensen), but all the better: Ogling Aggie’s absurd high heels and boss-bitch suits are half 
the fun of this pleasantly frothy British murder mystery set in a Cotswolds village. Series

The opening sequence of Monsters and 
Men crystallizes the fear of wrongful death 
that permeates the movie. A man is driving 
in his car, happily cruising to the sound of Al 
Green on the radio when he spots a cherry 
top in the rearview mirror, which is ordering 
him to pull over. The driver, a black man, 
knows from the news and personal experi¬ 
ence that this police stop could easily turn 
into a life-or-death situation. “I’m on the 
job,” the man in plain clothes emphatically 
protests to the cop who’s pulled him over, 
recognizing full well that not even his own 
police badge offers full protection against the 
offense of “driving while black.” It’s a visceral 
fear that’s filmed in a way that forces the 
viewer to undergo the emotion along with 
the character. 

It’s a hell of an opening sequence, a sear¬ 
ing indictment of our cultural moment in a 
time when not even a black police officer 
feels absolutely safe among his colleagues. 

A visually powerful closing sequence (particu¬ 
larly resonant in the Colin Kaepernick era) 
is another highlight of this film that marks 
the debut of writer/director Reinaldo Marcus 
Green. The rest of the film doesn’t carry the 
same impact, largely due to its triptych struc¬ 
ture that presents three unrelated characters 
who are only connected by their emotional 
reactions to an online video that captures 
the death by police bullet of Big D, a neigh¬ 
borhood fixture who sold loosies outside a 
local deli (shades of Eric Garner’s death by 
police chokehold in 2014 Staten Island). 
Unfortunately, these three distinct storylines 
dilute the narrative and make the film’s 
deliberate pace seem even slower and 
more disconnected than it actually is. 

Still, these three storylines strike a human¬ 
istic tone that shows how everyone has 
his reasons for doing what he does. Manny 
(Ramos) is a young Latino with an adored 
wife and child, who has just landed a new 
job. While hanging out in the neighborhood 
he witnesses the takedown of Big D and 
records it on his phone. After agonizing over 
the personal cost to his family, he decides to 
upload the video, and soon his worst fears 
are realized. Dennis (Washington, who starred 
in this summer’s BlacKkKIansman) is the off- 
duty cop in the opening sequence, who fears 
that another cop’s fatal mistake will put the 
blame on all police officers. Indeed, a back¬ 
ground subplot involves the shooting of two 
white cops. His wife fears for his life and, in 
turn, Dennis fears for the safety of his son, 
who proudly wears an NYPD T-shirt to school. 


The third story belongs to Zyric (Harrison 
Jr.), a high school baseball player who has 
hopeful recruiters banging down his door. 
However, his interests turn from sporting 
achievement to political activism after watch¬ 
ing the uploaded video, much to the chagrin 
of his father (Morgan), who greatly looks for¬ 
ward to his son’s financial prospects. 

Despite its many loose ends and over¬ 
blown title, Monsters and Men is a memora¬ 
ble first film that has an air of having wafted 
in from the streets. Infused with tenderness 
and humanity, Green’s film ultimately encour¬ 
ages empathy and understanding.

This fourth iteration of the classic love- 
and-showbiz fable does its 80-year film 
legacy proud. The 2018 version starring Lady 


Gaga and Bradley Cooper, who also directed 
and co-wrote with Eric Roth and Will Fetters 
(based on a story by William Wellman and 
Robert Carson), is a terrific romance and 
backstage musical, a cautionary tale about 
the dangers of overnight success and sub¬ 
stance abuse, and a morality drama for veter¬ 
ans of the performance stage who see their 
stardom eclipsed by newer and younger tal¬ 
ent. But most of all, this rendition of A Star Is 
Born oozes with romantic chemistry between 
Cooper and Gaga, as well as the stunning 
command of rock & roll visual tropes evi¬ 
denced by Cooper and his director of photog¬ 
raphy Matthew Libatique ( Black Swan). 

The first hour or so of this overly long 
movie, during which Jackson (Cooper) and 
Ally (Lady Gaga) meet cute and fall in love, 
transcends all narrative anchors. Viewers will 
fall with the characters headlong down the 
rabbit hole of love, and not care that there’s 
little more to sustain this first section than 
the swoony gazes and heady getting-to-know- 
you conversations, as well as the powerful 
visual iconography of the spotlight, sun 
flares, and loving close-ups set against the 
backdrop of teeming fans. 

The film opens as Jackson Maine clambers 
off the stage and into a waiting car, clearly 
weary of the professional hustle and eager to 
swill the alcohol that takes the edge off his 
worsening case of tinnitus. Bottle empty, he 


instructs his driver to pull over at a nearby 
bar, which turns out to be populated by drag 
queens. Here he sees Ally (a cis-woman 
with no last name) perform, and is instantly 
captivated. Ally’s bartop-crooning rendition of 
Edith Piaf’s “Ma Vie en Rose” ends with Ally 
turning her face directly toward Jackson and 
the camera (and us) as her gaze is returned 
by the azure blue pools of her admirer’s eyes. 
If it isn’t fully love at first sight, then the first 
time they sing together surely is. Their voices 
meld and pull each other higher, putting 
another notch in the old Hollywood paradigm 
that believes that singing or dancing together 
in perfect harmony is the visual definition of 
a love that’s destined to be. And so it is. A 
video of their performance goes viral, and 
everything is tinted with magical fairy dust 
until the dream turns sooty. 

Having already established himself as 
one of the best actors of his day, Cooper 
outdoes himself here, performing additional 
roles behind the scenes. None of his tasks 
are given short shrift, and his casting of Lady 
Gaga leads to an inspired performance. In 
the pair’s first sequence together, he sees 
her in performative drag as Piaf, but once 
she peels off the makeup and false eye¬ 
brows, she emerges as Ally, an ordinary bru¬ 
nette who thinks her large nose is an impedi¬ 
ment to a successful singing career (shades 
of Gaga’s own life story). Andrew Dice Clay 
is practically unrecognizable as Ally’s father; 
Rafi Gavron brings humanity to his role as 
Ally’s manager, breaking the cliched mold 
of managers as self-serving monsters; and 
Ron Rifkin, Dave Chappelle, and others make 
strong impressions in small roles. Yet as 
welcome as it is to see him onscreen, Sam 
Elliott seems misplaced, as if his presence 
alone is enough to make us believe that 
Jackson’s voice is at least an octave lower 
than it is. Thankfully, the 2018 version of the 
film downplays the older man’s jealousy of 
his young starlet’s rising fame, and gives it a 
more contemporary (and less macho) flour¬ 
ish by having Jackson become worried that 
Ally will lose her soul and creativity to the 
voracious starmaking machine. A Star Is Born 
retains the bones of the original story (first 
brought to the screen in 1937), but its adapt¬ 
ability to the needs of each era shows us 
why the tale is such a Hollywood perennial.

informant. Newcomer Merritt plays young Ricky with the 
cocksureness of a callow first-timer emboldened by the 
new hair outlining his upper lip, and the emotional crux 
of the movie is the relationship between the inept father 
(McConaughey) and his hapless children. It’s a one-note 
relationship but the tone it strikes is good, due in large 
measure to mullet-headed McConaughey’s typical absorp¬ 
tion into his role. However, the film is far too involved in 
the details of Rick’s various dealings than the tragic injus¬ 
tice, which might have made for a more involving drama.

Solicitations have kept a steady clip since 
the lineup dropped in May. Friends, family, 
and vague acquaintances all ask: “Hey man, 
any chance you can score me a pass to 

ACL Fest? 

The answer is no, uh-uh, hell nah. 

I regret to inform you that organizers of 
Austin’s largest outdoor music event don’t 
mail me a manila envelope full of wrist¬ 
bands to dole out to my social circle. I wish 
they did. This happens every year, but the 
requests have quadrupled in 2018. 

Everyone wants to get inside the gates 
for this weekend’s sold-out proceedings at 
Zilker Park. Here’s why? 

Must Be the Headliners 

Just because Metallica’s the Eddie 
Murphy of metal - brilliant in the Eighties, 
then curiously weak thereafter - doesn’t 
mean they don’t draw. The Bay Area thrash 
metal foursome’s first Austin festival appear¬ 
ance, excluding a surprise appearance at 
South by Southwest 2009, prompted ACL’s 
Saturday passes to sell out before all others. 
Expect a sea of banging heads cued by the 
opening riff to “Seek & Destroy.” 

Having not slotted a heritage headliner 
since Lionel Richie in 2013, C3 Presents 
now brings forth a Beatle on Friday. The 
best-looking member of the planet’s most 
universal band leads this weekend’s biggest 
sing-alongs with material he penned: “Hey 
Jude,” “Let It Be,” “Yesterday,” “Ob-La-Di, 
Ob-La-Da,” “Eleanor Rigby,” and “Blackbird.” 
This is premium value Macca; scoring floor 
seats to any gig on McCartney’s forthcoming 
Freshen Up tour will cost you more than a 
weekend pass to ACL. 

ACL’s most balanced stable of headlin¬ 
ers in years was fractured last week when 
Sunday topper Childish Gambino/Donald 
Glover broke his foot attempting splits 
midconcert. While Phoenix (weekend one) 
and Lil Wayne (weekend two) constituted 
consolation adds, rapper/singer Travis Scott 
becomes ACL’s closing ceremony. While 
that can’t match the transcendent cultural 
moment of Gambino’s viral “This Is America” 
clip, Scott’s recent chart-topping Astroworld 
LP is a youth smash. Anyone over 35 will 
flood out after Arctic Monkeys on Sunday. 

Or Maybe the Underground 

True music heads know that the best festi¬ 
val bands play before 5pm.

Actually, It’s Brockhampton 

After self-issuing an astonishing three LPs 
in 2017, the self-styled “boy band” - more 
accurately a scrappy, 14-member art-rap col¬ 
lective - signed a $15 million RCA deal and 
currently sits atop the Billboard charts with 
fourth album Iridescence. This is after the 
sexually inclusive group, whose leader Kevin 
Abstract is gay, kicked out founding mem¬ 
ber Ameer Vann in May amid allegations of 
sexual misconduct. As such, Brockhampton’s 
first major local festival appearance arrives 
with atomic intrigue, especially factoring in 
that the L.A.-based unit was founded in San 
Marcos and key member Merlyn Wood hails 
from Austin. 

Don’t Discount Musical Genius 

Set aside for a moment the Fest’s neo- 
Springsteens (Gangs of Youth), shameless 
radio rock (X Ambassadors), and candied 
pop (Camila Cabello). The 17th annual 
ACL Music Fest presents genuine musical 
geniuses. Topping that list is Blood Orange 
(Sat., 5:30pm, Miller Lite stage). The London- 
born, NYC-dwelling artist, formerly releasing as 
Devonte Hynes, remains a brilliant songwriter 
and producer, whose busy, well-reasoned com¬ 
positions peaked with August’s Negro Swan.

No Time off for 
Good Behavior 

After her celebrated 2017 debut, Molly Burch finds 
strength in sensitivity on romantic pop follow-up

For much of Molly Burch’s recent perfor¬ 
mance history, she put her guitar down to 
emphasize one moonlit ballad in the full- 
band set. Now, behind a debut headlining 
tour for sophomore album First Flower, she’s 
leaving the instrument behind altogether. 

“I’ve always identified first as a singer,” 
remarks the 27-year-old local. “It’s such a 
powerful thing to just sing and be super 
present in my body.” 

The switch aligns with her collegiate 
training in jazz vocalization, as well as her 
Los Angeles upbringing idolizing Britney 
Spears-level pop stars. Integrating the clas¬ 
sical influence of microphone heroines 
Billie Holiday and Nina Simone, Burch 
unveiled her smoky, nostalgic tone on 2017 
LP Please Be Mine, an acclaimed collection 
of her very first compositions. First Flower, 
out Oct. 5 on Brooklyn tastemaker Captured 
Tracks, follows up with her most strident, 
assertive pop yet. 


In the first place, Burch self-educated on 
guitar out of necessity and self-defense. 
After college, upon moving to Austin from 
North Carolina in 2013, the singer struggled 
to recruit a rhythm guitarist for her backing 


band. She also found that if she wasn’t hold¬ 
ing an instrument, onlookers assumed her 
boyfriend and lead guitarist Dailey Toliver 
wrote the songs. 

Such blatant sexism in the musical realm, 
alongside past service job experiences, 
informs the brazen, intentionally blase sec¬ 
ond single “To the Boys.” Burch’s soft, 
feminine, conversational tone asserts the 
song’s kiss-off: “I don’t need to scream to 
get my point across/ I don’t need to yell to 
know that I’m the boss.” 

“There’s so much to being a woman in a 
band and on the road,” expands Burch on 
the song’s lyrical content. “Part of it is 
about finding my identity as a bandleader 
[while] playing with a ton of guys, some 
who have completely looked to Dailey dur¬ 
ing practices.” 

Burch recounts track inspirations from 
the large, screened-in back porch of her 
blue Hyde Park bungalow. The cozy sur¬ 
roundings, shared with Toliver and their 
fluffy tabby Mr. President, are relatively 
recent. She wrote all of First Flower last fall 
outside of Lockhart, where 
the couple lived. 

On a long break 
between tours, Burch laid 
down initial melodies. 

Outside, Toliver planted a 
flower and vegetable gar¬ 
den in the yard. Phoning 
in from tour dates back¬ 
ing Julien Neel, who often 
lends bass to Burch’s 
band, the guitarist 
remembers it as “a really 
nice, spacey time” living 
south of the city limits. 

“All of our roommates were gone, and we 
were in this big house that had these big 
rooms,” recalls Toliver, who writes songs 
himself under the moniker Cowboy Crisis. 
“There was a rainstorm, and we made all 
the demos. It was kind of perfect.” 

Alongside residence in the low-rent par¬ 
adise of Lockhart loomed Burch’s persis¬ 
tent anxiety, a lifelong songwriting and 
performance companion. Self-doubt 
inspired the bulk of her new capture, 
exemplified in first song “Candy.” The 
taunting track compares insecurity to 
sugar addiction. In bleeding-heart break¬ 
up lyrics, Burch kicks bad mental habits 
to the curb like an ex that won’t stop crawl¬ 
ing back.

“I would walk around Lockhart having 
these long conversations with my dad 
about my anxieties,” recounts Burch. “After 
I got off the phone with him, I wrote that 
song. It’s about this voice in my head that’s 
saying negative things. I’m asking, ‘Why 
do I value that voice over my dad, or a 
positive voice?”’ 

Efforts to silence the internal critic per¬ 
meate much of the track list. “Good 
Behavior” offers a tribute to warts-and-all 
self-acceptance, and in the yearning “Wild,” 
Burch gently rails against the grass-is- 
always-greener paradigm. An Eighties- 
style video for the latter song imagines 
three competing triplet versions of Burch 
facing off in a zany pageant talent show. 
One is too cocky, another skittish and 
unconfident, but the medium Molly sings it 
just right. 

Throughout First Flower, its creator dis¬ 
covers strength in her “deeply sensitive” 
identity, a quality that lends a far-reaching 
poignancy to her pop configurations. 
Despite this thematic progression from the 
all-encompassing heart¬ 
break of last year’s bow, the 
new album still hangs in a 
haze of wistful romanticism, 
a distinct aesthetic now 
solidified over two long- 
players. Devotee of big ges¬ 
tures and Dawson’s Creek - 
matched by a current obses¬ 
sion with reality dating 
show The Bachelor - Burch 
admits love remains her 
first language. 

“[The new songs] might 
seem like they’re about 
love,” she concedes about the big feelings 
on First Flower, “but they’re more about 
other types of relationships and friendships 
that weren’t working out.” 

Backed by a Hill Country landscape in 
Lockhart’s neighboring Luling, the new col¬ 
lection’s cover photo focuses on Burch’s 
piercing, watery stare. She leans back on 
the supporting figure of Toliver, whose eyes 
have been cropped out of the frame to con¬ 
vey “an anonymous sort of man.” The open- 
ended imagery of a two-person partnership 
falls under Burch’s magic for finding the 
archetypal emotion in everyday life. 

Citing dramatic, glitzy, early-Aughts pop, 
the artist holds no qualms employing an

Molly Burch launched her career by playing on a classic trope: unrequited love. On last year’s 
debut Please Be Mine, the L.A. native’s disciplined alto lent itself to the material, embodying the 
cycles of heartbreak through whispers and full-throated belts. The album let us into the song¬ 
writer’s heart, but her follow-up, First Flower, offers a much rarer peek inside of her mind. Burch 
grapples with similarly universal themes of self-doubt and anxiety, and as with her first album, the 
ruminations are set over beachy, sepia-washed guitar rock. Gone, however, are the more muted 
vocal plays. She’s ready to say it louder. On feminist anthem “To the Boys,” Burch’s jazz lilt is full- 
throated even in its quietest. As she lays out insecurities she’s faced in a male-dominated music 
industry, the playful, winding guitar progressions mirror her punchy refrain: “Tell that to the boys.” 
Strings punctuate the delicate shuffle of “Good Behavior” as Burch runs up and down her vocal 
range in detailing a quest to break out of a cycle of anxiety. The sun-kissed Laurel Canyon pop of 
“Dangerous Place” tackles the push and pull of creative collaboration, neatly summarizing Burch’s 
modus operandi: wide-open sonic aesthetics with a pointed and poignant message behind it.

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embellished, sometimes “very make- 
believe” lyrical narrative. Toliver says his 
partner’s velvet-curtained, lovelorn ethos 
reflects in her at-home listening habits, a 
balanced diet of golden oldies and modern 
divas like Ariana Grande. 

“Her songs are a natural effort at real, 
unself-conscious pop songwriting,” he 
offers. “She likes presenting an idea in a 
really glamorous way. It’s an appreciation of 
anyone who’s amazing and fabulous, but 
that kind of older song quality, too.” 

Burch designates the album’s title track 
as the only true, literal love song in the 
bunch. Hinged on a chorus declaration of 
“you are my man,” the message harks back 
to an early YouTube clip of Burch and 
Toliver performing as a duo. Wide-eyed and 
swaying in 2015, the singer delivers a spa¬ 
cious rendition of Tammy Wynette’s “Stand 
by Your Man.” 

As Toliver accompanies on electric guitar, 
Burch’s idle hands illustrate her voice, 
hanging delicately as she pushes the tender 
ballad to its conclusion. From then on, and 
now into First Flower, she’s staying true to 
her medium. 

“I just love pop music,” says Burch. “And 
a lot of pop music has to do with love.” ■

Forty-five years in, jazz guitarist 
John Scofield lists collaborators 
including jazz icons Miles Davis, 

Joe Henderson, and Chet Baker. 

For his first Austin date since a 
2005 show at Antone’s, the Ohio- 
born, Connecticut-raised picker 
brings Combo 66, a new band fea¬ 
turing old and new friends: veteran 
Sco drummer Bill Stewart, bassist 
Vicente Archer, and keyboardist 
Gerald Clayton. The band assem¬ 
bled originally to tour Scofield’s 
covers LP Country for Old Men. 

“We went out on a big tour before 
we made this record, so I knew it 
was happening,” explains Scofield 
from his home in New York. “Before the tour, we had four months, so I stayed 
home and wrote tunes. Then we went and played the Blue Note for six nights.” 

Between the tour and residency, this group of musicians went from hired 
hands to a real band. 

“You gotta find the right guys, and if everybody likes playing together, it’s 
a band,” says the guitarist. “Thelonious Monk said a great thing that I real¬ 
ly understand now, something like, ‘Everybody has to love the song.’ If 
you’re playing a song that somebody in the band doesn’t love, it’s not work¬ 
ing. So you gotta find the right material for those people. 

“If their thing is working in it, and your thing is working in it, it’s the 
greatest feeling in the world.” - Michael Toland

Though not a commercial suc¬ 
cess during their original 1978- 
1987 life span, Perth post-punk/ 
swamp rockers the Scientists 
inspired future generations of under¬ 
ground rockers like the Drones, 
Mudhoney, and Jon Spencer. The 
band’s debut stateside tour, which 
hits Austin for two sold-out shows, 
was instigated by last year’s retro¬ 
spective box set A Place Called Bad 
and new reissue Weird Love.

It’s probably more responsible for our current renaissance than 
anything, because people love their vinyl.” 

This trek also marks the release of new single “Braindead.” 

“Some of the new material was heading the way of being solo stuff,” says 
Salmon, “and when the band was recording again, I ran it by members. I 
didn’t want to make some solo thing that 500 at the most were going to 
know about. More would hear it if it was the Scientists.” - Michael Toland
